The bill in its preamble specially re- 
fers to the 281,000 emigrants from Rus- 
sia to America last year and also to 
the fact that $50,000,^0 was remitted 
to Russia in 1913 by Russian subjects 
who have settled on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 
In place of the expensive 
passports 
which 
heretofore 
have 
been 
necessary to everybody desiring to de- 
part from Russia, permits will be is- 
sued at the cost of only ten cents in 
future. 


The fine of $8.60 half 
yearly 
until 
now 
inflicted 
on 
absentees 
who 
have 
been more than six months abroad 
is 
to be abolished in the case of those re- 
turning on board Russian steamers. 


The bill also provides for the estab- 
lishment of a fund to assist emigrants 
in Russian ports and abroad, and for 
the appointment of a special 
commit- 
tee to defend their interests in foreign 
countries. 


Emigration agents by one clause of 
the bill are made liable to 
imprison- 
ment for holding out false inducements 
to emigrants.

amend that section of the 
interstate 
trade commission bill now before the 
senate which would make unlawful "un- 
fair competition," it was believed 
to- 
day would expedite passage of the meas- 
ure. 
That provision of the bill has met 
with considerable criticism by republican 
and democratic senators because of its 
vagueness, the contention being that it 
is too general in its terms and that it 
would result in endless court action for 
interpretation. 
TTie proposed 
amend- 
ment would authorize the trade commls- 
sion to determine what constitutes un- 
fair competition with authority to stop 
it. 
The commission's decisions, however, 
would be subject to court review as to 
facts and law. 


The committee was to-day considering 
the question whether the interstate com- 
merce commission should be empowered 
under the railway securities bill to de- 
termine to what use funds realized 
by 
common carriers from issues of securi- 
ties had been used. 


The judiciary committee was

lunch the rebel leader invited Gregory to 
ride with him in his automobile, but the 
American declined. 
Carranza rides with 
an escort of twelve mounted guards and 
Mie joy ride under such circumstances, 
Gregory says, did not appeal to him.

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The best automobile roads in Allen 
county, according to John W. White, of 
347 West Berry street, are covered in a 
thirty-two-mile 
trip 
that 
usually 
oc- 
cupies about one and one-half 
hours's 
time. 
The trip 
takes 
one from Fort 
Wayne out Fairfield avenue to the Stell- 
horn bridge, east fourteen miles to Till- 
man and back to Fort Wayne by way of 
the Van Wert road and Maumee avenue. 


This 
is Mr. White's favorite 
auto- 
mobile trip out of Fort Wayne and he 
makes it with his family two or three 
times each week, providing the weather 
is favorable. 
He declares there are no 
better roads in the coimty and that the 
trip takes one through some of the best 
farming territory to be found in this 
part of the state. 


Mr. ^^Tiite usually starts on the trip 
early in the evening, just when the tAvi- 
light is fading and the shades of night 
are beginning to fall, the coolest time 
of the day.

The route enjoyed by Mr. White is 
all in Allen county and leaving Tillman, 
he passes through Zulu, Besancon and 
New Haven in returning to the city.

Oovemor 
Ralston's 
declaration 
that 
downright 
fraud and trickery of the worst character placed the bill 
increasing the salary of the recorder of Lake county on 
the statute books of Indiana without the measure ever 
having passed either the house or the senate during the 
last legislative session is amazing. We trust the gover- 


^ nor may be successful in his announced purpose to land 
the perpetrators of the fraud in the penitentiary if, as 
now seems certain, the case was one of flagrant fraud- 
ulent intent and not an unintentional error due to haste 
in handling the maze of l^ills passing through the legisla- 
tive hopper. 


There is a story afloat in Lake county to the efièct 
that three members of the legislature came to Governor 
Ralston while he was busy in his office and requested his 
signature to the measure after assuring him that it had 
been passed. 
This statement the governor has not yet 
either affirmed or denied, but his indignant assertion that 
fraud has been practiced not only upon himself but upon 
the State and that he purposes to do all in his power to 
punish those guilty of it makes it rcasonabh^ certain that 
the whole truth of the miserable affair is certain to come 
out sooner or latçr. In this connection it is contended 
that the bill is now as legally in effect as is any other sec- 
tion of the statutes, for the supreme court has held that 
the courts cannot go behind the signatures of the gover- 
nor, the lieutenant governor and the s])eaker of the house 
in determining whether or not a bill actually passed the 
legislature. Those signatures must be accepted as prima 
facié evidence that the lull went through the regular 
course and by an affirmative vote was regularly enacted 
into law. Nothing but a definite repeal of the act by the 
next legislature can now nullify it. 
Until that comes 
about, the law that never passed the legislature is a law 
iaé'veii:heless. 


It is inconceivable that any man or set of men, how- 
ever anxious they mip;ht be to secure the enactment of 
a.measure, would deliberately resort to work as coarse as 
this, with subsequent detection almost inevitable. Yet if 
that sort of tactics has been evolved as a new method of 
law-making in Indiana, the people ought to know'it. We 
tïlist Governor Ralston may succeed in getting at the 
bottom of the whole miserable business.

KING ANXIOUS TO 
m m CRISIS 


English Monarch Will Use 
Influence in Home 
Rule Affair. 


London, July 18.—King George, who 
ha3 been making great efforts to bring 
about a settlement of the Irish home 
rule crisis decided this morning to post- 
pone until later in the day his proposed 
visit to the great British fleet now ly- 
ing at Spithead. 
This he did so that 
he might be on hand in London to re- 
ceive early reports of developments in 
the conferences going oii between the 
various party laders. 
It is understood 
that when the opportune moment arises 
his majesty .^iU throw, his great in- 
fluence toward the side looking for an 
amicable settlement. 


The belief prevails that such a set- 
tlement is not far off and the Liver- 
pool Post, one of the best informed 
newspapers 
on the 
government 
sidcj 
goes so far as to saj*: 
"There is real- 
ly an arranged settlement of the Irish 
question. 
Details have yet to be ad- 
justed, but the broad facta can be re- 
garded as fixed.'' 


Other authorities do not go quit-e so 
'far, but satisfied themselves with the 
statement "There is a near approach to 
a settlement." 


The government is believed. to have

unionists,

agree to abandon thoir demand for a 
"clean cut" of the province of Ulster 
out of-the operations of the Irish home 


rule bill to arrange rhat the whole of 
Ulster with the exception of the coun- 
ty of Tyrone, whicli has a great Cath- 
olic majority, should vote as a single 
entity on tlie 
quostion 
of 
exclusion 
from the homo rule government. 
The 
unionists demand that Tyrone shall be 
included in tins arrangement and this 
has been the cause of the 
deadlock. 
Premier Asquith and Augustin Birrell, 
secretary of state for Ireland, who are 
carrying on the negotiations on behalf 
of the cabinet, have remained in town 
for the Aveek end. 
The premier today 
had another

The rest of the cabinet ministers scat- 
tered over the country for their Aveekly 
holiday.

Spithead, Eng., July 18.—The British 
home fleet, comprising almost the entire 
navy, today gathered in the roads here 
for its annual review by King George, 
the commander in chief. 
His majesty,

It was announced 
that he expected to spend' a couple of 
days with the warships before their dis- 
persal. The program of the review com- 
prised flights of aeroplanes and air ships 
iittaehed to the royal naval flying corps.

Will 
Meet All Demands 
for Panama Canal 
Water Supply, 


Washington, July 
18.—Reaources of 
Gatun lake, 
the wonderful 
reservoir, 
which is the main dependence of the 
Panama canal for its water supply, have 
proven ample to meet all possible de- 
mands, after the most severe practical 
test. 
Although the amount of water 
which ran into t h j lake during the last 
dry season—January to April, incliisive 
—was less than an inch, being only six- 
ty-one per cent, of the normal the lake 
was maintained at its proper elevation 
throughout that period. 


The dry season afforded the first op- 
portunity engineers had to 
determine 
the amount of evaporation from the sur- 
face of the lake at its full depth. 
T h j 
figures showed that there was still suffi- 
cient 
wated 
at 
the 
end 
of 
the 
dry 
season 
to 
have 
kept the lake 
level at 79 feet above sea level, which 
would have" given thirty-nine feet of 
water in Culebra cut or about ten feet 
more than the draft of the biggest bat- 
tleship. At the end of the present rainy 
season, Gatun lake will be 87 feet above 
sea level, and, allowing for the known 
evaporation, leaking and seepage this 
would be ample for forty-one passages 
daily through the locks, using them at 
full length, or about 58 lockages a day 
when partial length is used, as would 
generally be the case. 
This is a larger 
number of lockages than would be pos- 
sible in a single day. Even in the great 
Sault Ste Marie canal the lockages last 
year averaged 41.7, while the Suez canal 
reported only 12- per day. 
This assur- 
ance of an ample Avater supply to meet 
all demands gives satisfaction to the ca- 
nal engineers.

Many Problems Enter Into Laying of New Street 


Railway Tracks in a Busy City Like Fort Wayne 


When the averai?e citizen who patron- 
izes street cars because he or she can 
not afford an automobile, or because 
their friends' machines are not always 
available there is a kick on riding over 
rough tracks that rack the nerves of the 
passengers with the jolting. 


When the average citizen has to wait 
a little longer at a street corner because 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company is putting down new 
tracks with a view of eliminating the 
jolts he or she kicks on the delay. 


As a matter of fact, most people feel 
it incumbent upon them to complain of 
all sorts of public service, all kinds of 
governments and all of the things that 
are provided for general convenience axid 
time-saving. 


Public service corporations are gov- 
erned by human intelligence and human 
minds that are just as liable to en-or as 
yours. 
Things are probably just not 
always what they should be, but most 
people find the same conditions in their 
private and business affairs and while 
it is best to exercise vigilance in the 
control and operation of iitilities some- 
times too much is exacted of them. 


Track Laying Has Problems. 


The laying of new tracks always has 
many xexatious problems both for the

Harry V. Norford, who is at the head 
of the constraction department of the 
company, had just finished an Inspection 
of the work when he stated that 
he 
could not find any detail by which the 
public can be better served while the 
big job is being rushed to completion. 


Get the Money First. 


In the first place it became incumbent 
upon the finance department of the cor- 
poration to provide money for the im- 
provement and it called u ^ n Mr. Nor- 
ford to know just about how much It 
would cost to buy the material and do 
the work. 


He and his office force got busy with 
their figures and in the course of tima 
inform^ the proper officers that approxi- 
mately $53,000 would he needed. 
He 
was told to go ahead; that he could 
have the money. 
% 


Then the rails and other material was 
contracted for and preparations made to 
take up the actual work just as soon as 
local conditions would permit. 


The South Calhoun street job consists 
of 7,938 lineal feet of trackage and it 
was estimated that from the time the 
work was started sixty days would be 
required for the construction between 
Wallace street and Creighton avenue, 
with an allotment of thirty days more 
for the distance between the latter point 
and Pontiac street. 


Working on Wallace Street. 


In the meantime the relaying of Wal- 
lace street tracks has been 
taken 
up 
with 3,900 lineal feet to cover and the 
job is still hanging flra on account of 
conditions that were not 
anticipated. 
When the curve at Lafayette street was 
reached it was found there had never 
been a decent foundation under it and 
this brought about a delay that will re- 
quire eight days more than was orig- 
inally contemplated. 


One of the problemsi that 
entered 
largely into this contract was the ques- 
tion of blocking the entrance to No. 2 
engine house and the city was promiiud 
that if temporary arrangements-could do 
made for thirty days the job would be 
completed in that time. TTie work was 
finished four days before the timé wa« 
up-

which is being laid first, has been pro- 
vided with means of reaching his place 
and none of them is suflfering any great 
inconvenience. 


Then came the street crossing proposi- 
tion. 
In the first place, it is necessary 
to arrange so that the fire department 
can readily reach any part of the city. 
Human life and vast property interests 
are always at stake and it is not only 
necessary that all these points be ac- 
oesslble, but that they are accessible 
with the least loss of time. 


Crossing at All Interseotiens. 


It was determined that there should 
be temporary crossings at all street in- 
tersections and these have been provid- 
ed, and while there is now and then some 
congestion the contention of the com- 
pany ofRcials is that it has been reduced 
to a minimum. 


Generally traction companies use tv 
single track during the time of making 
Improvements and force their patrons to 
transfer from car to car, a method that 
entails walks of four or five sauares, 
and especially in bad weather this Is a 
rather irksome hardship.

Building for the Future. 


On the theory that it is cheaper in the 
long run to put down tracks that will 
withstand the wear and tear of years, 
good material and workmanship is being 
used in this construction. 


The rail that is to be used is seven 
inches high, weighs ninety-one pounds to 
the yard tnid all joints will be cast 
welded when they are in position, mak- 
ing the rail continuous. 
Ties to be put 
in are what is known to the trade as 
6x8x7 and are to be laid two feet from 
center to cente.r. 


They will be laid on an eight-inch 
concrete base, with a two-inch tamping 
cushion of crushed stone and a seven- 
inch pavement foundation will follow. 
Between the rails and for twelve inches 
outside four-inch vitrified brick will be 
used. 


There will be a complete subsoil drain- 
age system installed and it is believed 
that a generation will have passed be- 
fore the track will show the effect of 
wear and tear.

Luther-Burbanked a new garden plant 
which is warranted to abolish all skeet- 
ers from its vicinity. 
It is a variety of 
the common coleus. Dr. John B. Smith, 
a New Jersey entomologist, has discov- 
ered a minute hair worm, a mosquito 
parasite which preys on the eggs be- 


"wi'igglers" which you have often seen 
flipping 
themselves about in the rain 
barrel. 


Mamma Mosquito laid the eggs there 
—about two hundred of them—and in 
the course of a day or so the "wrig- 
glers" were hatched, and tumbled into 
the water. 
Scientists chistened 
them 
larvae, and began studying their anat- 
omy. 
They found that the larvae didn't 
breathe with lungs, but were furnished 
with an extensive and minute pipe line 
system, which carried oxygen .direct to 
all parts of their bodies. 
The oxygen is 
taken 
in by an external 
ventilating 
shaft, which the larvae projects above 
the water when it comes to the surface. 


Pleased with this discovery, scientists 
put a few drops of oil on the surface of 
the water, and when the little ventilat- 


fore they are laid. 
In a Chicago suburb 
they are trying to electrocute the skeet- 
ers by luring them to perch on 
heavily 
charged wires. 


But the only method which really suc- 
ceeds consists in oiling the puddles. 
If 
you don't spray their native pool with 
petroleum, the larvae will thrive, will 
pass into the pupa stage, and a few days 
later will burst the pupal shell, to rise 
from the water as full-fledged, gore- 
thirsty mosquitoes.

Then her proboscis—a long rubbery tube,

A Ghastly Double Hanging. 


1855.—The memory 
of 
a 
shocking 
tragedv, accompanying the execution of 
the demands of the law, remained as a 
disturbing element in the minds of the 
people of Allen county long after the 
day of the hanging of two murder^s in 
Fort Wiayne in April. 
The law's vic- 
tims were Benjamin Madden and C4eorge 
Keefer, who confessed to the murder of 
John Dtmbar, on being found guilty after

The Wabash Railrcad. 
The construction of the Wabash 
rail- 
road, now one of the great trunk lines 
of the middle west, was begun in Ohio 
in 1854, and the line was completed as 
far Avest as Lafayette, Ind., in tlie fall 
of 1856. 
Jn the following year the road 
was completed 
to the 
Indiana-Illinois 
border line, where connection was made 
with the Great Western and Illinois rail- 
road, then nearly completed to Decatur,

The Workingmen's Library. 
The Workingmen's Institute 
and

treas-

The New Branch Bank. 
In 1851 the state constitutional conven- 
tion refused to provide for the extension 
of the charter of the State Bank of In- 
diana, because of the bitter opposition to 
the institution as a monopoly. 
The leg- 
islature of 1854-1855 then passed an act 
to establish the Bank of the State of 
Indiana,although the bill was vetoed by 
Governor Wright. 
The control passed 
chiefly to the men who had operated the 
original state bank and its branches. 
One of the conditions of the arrangement 
was that Hugh McCulloch should become 
president of the bank of the state. The 
New Fort Wayne branch, with the same 
stockholders, was organized October 26, 
1855, with Hugh 
McCulloch 
president 
and Charles D. Bond cashier; the direc- 
tors were Mi-. McCulloch, Ochmig Bird, 
William Mitchell, Pliny Hoagland, M. W. 
Hubbell, Hugh B. Reed and B. W. Oak- 
ley.

Judge Landls* Ruling Handicap« Barrel 
Stave Whisky Industry. 


Chicago, July IB.—The future manu- 
facture of whisky from the staves of 
barrels in which the liquor has aged, w.is 
handicapped yesterday by Federal Judge 
Landis, who dismissed the suit of the 
Western Extraction company against the 
collector of internal revenue. 


Barrel stave whisky is made by ex- 
tracting from the 
staves the 
whisky 
flavor which has been absorbed and add- 
ing alcohol. Two years ago the internal 
revenue collector ruled that firms mak- i 
ing this kind of whisky would have to I 
prove a tax was paid on the whisli^ 
which the barrels contained or pay a sec- 
ond tax. 
The order virtually forced the 
companies out of busfness, It Is said, 
and an iniunctioii restraining the gov- 
ernment from enforcing t h è order was 
sought. 
This petition was denied.

AIRSHIP "BIRD FLIGHT AND 
AIRNAVIGATION 


HEN that

"Good luck!" The result rests on chances as uncertain as those 
faced by the first explorers of the sea. 


Lieutenant Porte kno\vs that he is embarking on the most 
hazardous of voyages. Scores of dangers beset his pioneer attempt. 
He is starting in the midst of the season of AVcst [ndian hurri- 
canes. 
Cyclonic storms between the Azores and Spain during July are 
dreaded risk. 


I believe the America will not live ten minutes if it be forced to encounter the 
mercy of the waves. From a rough sea it would have slight chance of rising again, if we 
consider the recent fate of three big British sea planes wrecked by wind and wave while 
searching for Gustave Hamel in the English Channel. 


Can He Locate the Azores? 


The airboat may be too delicately coiistnicted to survive a tropical ijempest, much less] 
the waves. The continuous volleying of two engines overhead, running sixty miles an hour foi 
twenty hours may not only menace the America's light frame, but in that time they will eax 
up two-thirds of Us fuel. 
A stubborn head wind would inevitably ex- 
haust the remaining fuel before it could reach the Azores. 


But power of engines and sufficiency of fuel have nothing to do with 
the daring pilot FINDING HIS WAY to a spot on the ocean. 


In the hope of finding the tiny Azores in raid-Atlantic the daring 
Porte and his companion must maintain a bullet-like course through 
1,2-00. miles of ocean air that drifts twice a5 fast as 
the sea. If this speed and direction are maintained 
for the twenty hours necessary to reach the islands 
it will be the most marvellous exploit of all time. 


A compass will keep the craft headed easterly, 
but the vital problem is to continue going toward the 
Azores. The navigator must give unceasing atten- 
tion to driving and balancing his craft. 
But to 
navigate it—to find the way over the vast waste, 
to determine how far the wind is driving it off its 
course—is a separate task. 


How an Aeroplane! Is Steered. 


A ,small boat can go anywhere in sight of land. 
Take the air pilot who flies over land. Instead of 
seeing below him a simple coast line he beholds a 
wilderness of detail that disguises the most familiar 
landscape. 
Well known landmarks are only ab- 
stractly recognized, strange localities identified 
only by comparing such big things as a mountain 
range, a city or a river crossing with his map. In 
fact, from the air the ground itself flattens out like 
a map. This difficulty and the wind drift are what 
make aeroplanes lose their way. 


An aeroplane is not steered, as popularly imag- 
- ined, by identifying the country immediately below, 
but by following a fictitious "railroad track"—an 
airline distance from start to finish, traced on the 
map by sighting with the compass successive guid- 
ing marks al\ead. This demands tireless attention, 
but requires no familiarity with the country. The 
craft is simply steered straight toward the guiding 
mark and so on until the destination is finally 
reached, unless it encounters fog, or a thunder- 
storm, or gets above the clouds, or hail blots out i 
the route ahead, or stormy drafts push it down into P 
swirling eddies near the ground. 


Then it inevitably fails, for the very reason that 
from start to finish its pilot is forced to steer in n 
perfectly straight line to find his way. This willy- 
nilly method which does not permit of taking the 
Blightest advantage of a wind situation will not 
answer for aerial transportation, because we will 
always have wind, fog, clouds, thunderstorms and 
other surprises that defeat straight flying. 


If the Sea Drifted Like the Air. 


So crossing the ocean by air is not the simplest 
sort of straight flying. 
If the sea drifted half as 
fast as the air direct ocean navigation would be 
impossible. 


Air commanders of the big marine Zeppelins 
have discovered by experience over the North Sea 
that an airship must know its exact posititm every 
few minutes. Its observations are made much more 
frequently than on a steamer, because swift wind 
drift renders knowledge of the ship's position dead 
wrong in a few minutes. When shrouded in fog or 
clouds at the mercy of the wind it drifts far from 
its course. 
An 
aeroplane, moving much more 
swiftly than the airship, is driven even further from 
its course and in a few minutes can hopelessly lose 
its bearings. 


For such a momentous adventure as the crossing 
of the Atlantic and opening up a permanent air 
route to Europe there are no complete aerial maps 
Forte's headlong flight will sweep in a great curve 
If the other end of that curve bisects the Azores he 
will escape a grave in the solitude of the ocean

The real question is not whether it is possible for the 
aeroplane to cross the ocean, but whether it is foolhardy to 
take a life and death chance without proper charts and 
wireless weather bulletins and thus put the pilot's endur- 
ance to the breaking test. 


Are We Prepared for Ocean Flight? 


When Roland Garros flew across the Mediterranean in little more than seven hours he 
was so exhausted by the mental and physical strain that he wagers nine out of ten who attempt 
to cross the Atlantic by aeroplane will fail. 


It demands razor edged optimism to dream of the feat after the failure of the best motors 
„ 
the most recent reliability flights in Europe, 
The America's two engines may suffice to 
achieve the wonderful if one of them can keep the machine afloat and under control. 
But a 
motor in reserve is worth twice an Atlantic crossing if the aeroplane is to become safe and 
practical for such great journeys. Porte's big flying boat is going to the supreme test with- 
out any reserve motor ever having been demonstrated on an aeroplane even when flying over 
land, not to mention the ocean. 


Failure Has Marked Largë Aéroplanes. 


All the notable long flights have been made by the smaller and stronger aeroplanes. 
We do not hear of Henri Deutsch's big hydro-aerobus crossing to England. 
Only the little 


Donnet-Leveque performs the extended water flights. 
No large machine has yet carried three 
men across France. 


A giant machine with two motors was advertised to fly from Berlin to St. Petersburg a 
year ago. The machine flew, but not even half the way to the Eussian frontier. This defines 
- - 
the actual stage of aeroplane development. Loads of passengers are 
not being regularly transported anywhere. The big machines have 
not travelled long distances because they are not equal to the vibra- 
tion and strain of long flights. For this reason the world's record of 
twenty-one hours for a non-stop flight by an aeroplane carrying one 
man—a much smaller machine than the transatlantic flyer—is no 
argument in favor of the ability of Lieutenant Porte's machine to 
stand up for twenty hours. 


the attempt to dash across the ocean seems purely romantic, 
because the aeroplane's magical ability to go where 
it pleases now begins to lose its true significance 
over the vast waste of the sea. 
The eliminating 
process of development up to now, however blind 
this has been, points unerringly to the aeroplane as 
a mere aerial automobile rather than an ocean 
' 
crossing craft. 


• Yet none may be so bold in this day of wonders 
to prophesy that the element of the miraculous—a 
wonderful wind—may not waft this pioneer of 
transatlantic air travel to his goal with the speed 
of a migrating bird. 


Mapping of Air Routes a Certainty. 


You may have smiled sceptically when reading 
articles about the mapping of future air routes. 
Well, it has needed just such an adventure as this 
flight, with its impoverished conception of what the 
air navigation of the ocean means, to awaken the 
United States to what Europe has been doing in the 
study o'f the air itself—study that aims at making 
the venture of to-day the certainty of to-morrow. 
We have known the atmosphere little better than 
, the ancients knew the océan, but we are advancing 
rapidly in the work of laying out the great aerial 
routes of the future. 


Obviously no craft in the air which cannot com- 
mand the wind situation will ever become an aerial 
transport. 
Information of the niovement of great 
storms, which cause the winds to shift over all 
localities, will when conveyed by wireless to ships 
in the air enable the airship to avoid the regions of 
disturbance. 
This can be easily accomplished in 
view of the rapidly increasing speed of airships. 
A detour of one hundred miles by a modern Zeppe- 
' lin, which has a demonstrated endurance of thirty- 
^ four hours at a speed of sixty miles an hour, is 
1, nothing.

A new science—aerology—has begun to furnish 
1 aircraft with wireless information of the wind's 
! movements, without which real navigation of the air 
) would.be impossible. 
This science is gradually 
» doing for aerial navigation what the sounding of 
ocean currents accomplished for marine navigation. 
1 For . six years aerology has systematically sounded 
! the air levels with thousands of small registering 
balloons and kites. 
^ 


) 
Indeed, a meteorologist goes aloft in Zeppelin air. 
ships almost daily to worligin à laboratory on board 
which is fitted out with the inost delicate scientific 
instruments for measuring and recording atmos- 
pheric effects. Here the scientist studies at first 
hand the climate of the upper air while travelling 
surely for hours at the same air levels. Invaluabl« 
records of the winds at definite heights during difi 
ferent weather condit^ns have been gathered. 


Germany has partly established án international 
air service of twenty European stations for sound- 
ing the air at all levels at every hour. Telegraphic 
reports to the chief station are worked out into 
aerial wind charts showing its prèvàiling speed and 
direction for several hours ahead. 


For three years sixteen hundred manned balloons 
have been sent up at the same moment from different 
points all over Europe diiring cyclonic weather. 
Thé action of the winds obtained at the samç 
general altitudes has given the first accurate Infor 
mation about the movement of the whole air during 
storms. The results have begun to demonstrate thai ^ 
there are systems of winds which oper^e in almogt 
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endless sequeijce duriut 
tions of the air.

But this 
trip shows Immediately the tremendous 
advantage of the air ship over the most

An air ship travelling only 
forty iniles by its own power ivould 
cross the ocean in two days. 
The nat- 
ural drift of the wliole air from Amer- 
ica to Europe simplifies tlie return voy- 
age exactl.v as this fact is now a neces- 
sary medium for Lieutenant Porte's at- 
tempt. 


All this means that air ships will often 
arrive 
far ahead 
of 
their 
schedules. 
\yhen the higher air currents over the 
ocean have been thoroughly sounded and 
charted an air craft navigating at 5,0(>0 
feet ma.v frequently go to Europe iji 
thirty-six- hours. 
The constancy 
and 
duration in the speed 'and direction of 
the higher Atlantic air currents will have 
an immense value for establishing the 
permanency of travel across the "big 
pond," as demonstrated for centuries by 
the remarkable flights of migrating birds 
over the ocean. 


Count Zeppelin's advent in the race to 
cross the Atlantic by air is foreshadowed 
in the construction of larger and larger 
air ships. 
These huge craft must have 
tremendous lifting power to rise into the 
higher and .swifter air currents aud re- 
main there throughout a voyage. 
Their 
ability to do this is demonstrated by the 
most modern of his great vessels, -which 
ha.s already remained for twenty hours 
at G,500 feet -with a' full load without 
losing any efficiency. 
No attempt is 
promised for a Zeppelin ocean flight this 
year, but this speediest of all air ships is 
a far more finished production than any 
inammath aeroplane, and with its mul- 
tiple motors is much better equipped for 
ocean passage. 


The vital part that wind plays with air 
travel over sea is best illustrated hy an 
imaginary trip across the ocean with the 
type of aeroplane -which 'builders have 
conceived. 
From west to east, with the 
general drift of the air in these latitudes, 
the trip would be favorable for an "aero- 
plane of tonnage," when we know how 
to construct 
it 
by 
a 
new 
principle. 
This machine, with a reserve of en- 
gines, fuel, oil and food for at least one-, 
third more than the estimated time of 
the trip, might fly at a speed of seventy 
to eighty miles an hour. It would mean 
getting over sea in forty hours.

Lieutenant Porte's flight may depend 
entirely on the meteorological conditions 
over the North Atlantic. 
That fact has 
caused us to hegiu talking here in Amei"- 
ica about the necessity for mapping the 
air ocean, so tliat the airman may go 
aloft with his chart and his data con- 
cerning the shifting air currents, and 
be in a position somewhat similar to a 
salt water navigator.

The folly of naively seeing in the aero- 
plane an aerial transport for crossing the 
ocean becomes apparent by the absence 
of the air slup's navigating advantages. 
The aeroplane cannot take advantage o£ 
the air ship's cunning use of the winds. 
If larger aeroplanes are possible they, 
may carry a wireless and a sort of staff. 
They would gain much from the air 
ship's advanced navigating methods, bat 
the aeroplane will still be hampered byj 
the short range of its receiving wirelesa 
station.

T^ie aeroplane is affected 'by 
winds that do not hinder the air ship.

But Lieutenant Porte is not blind t< 
the great hazard of his adventure.

realizes the danger of storm and. the 
scant 
opportunity 
of 
preventing

-sviiids from losing him in the vast void. 
Dou'btless be trusts to timing his start 
with a favoring breeze and puts his faith 
in the very swiftness of his flight. With 
his great experience on the sea and in 
the air he feels qualified to pronounce 
upon the airworthiness of his craft and- 
itg engines, and he believes they will 
stand the te.st. 
The only note of mis- 
giving in his whole preparation 
has 
heen:—"God help us if my compasses 
fail 1" 


As for the rest, he faces his ordeal 
with the traditional fortitude of an-Eng- 
lishman. 
He is willing to risk all for the 
immortality that comes to him if Nature 
smiles on the pioneer and permits him to 
point the way to new achievements for 
civilization. 
But if she frowns he will 
accept the consequences like a brava 
man.

Been and where they may be detained 
through weeks (f 
inactivity. 


The snltiT district of \cvii Cruz, the 
first point of American occupation 
in 
Mexico, lies within the zone known as 
fhe "hot lands," whore the thermometer 
often registers 110 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Wifhin this zone are included nil tho 
sandy, marsJiy tracts fringing the Onif 
of Mexico, those facing eastward boiu« 
exposed to the hot winds from the Car- 
" ibbean Sea, while the northwestern por- 
tions are subject to excessive droughts 
which render them almost uninhabitable. 
On both seaboards to Ihe south the oM- 
m a t e is extremel.v unhealthy, the ntmo«- 
phere hot and humid and yellow fever 
and black vomit endemic. 


Because 
of 
the 
dangers 
to 
which 
the United States soldiex-s would bo ex- 
posed in the event of a prolonged war 
with Mexico, and to which they are ex- 
posed even now, as evidenced hy recent 
despatches from Vera Cruz, and the im- 
portance of sanitation tho advice and in- 
formation given by Surgeon Major Frank 
Thomas Woodbury in an interview ob- 
tained by a reporter for this newspaper 
has the va,lne of special timeliness. 


Major Woodbury's watchword ii :—"A 
soldier may shoot the •'human enrniy, at 
command, but there are enemies fliat 
must neither swallow, lourli nor breathe 
if he would not expose lii'.nsi^lf ((> n;oro 
certain death than that resuhin^ from 
the bullet of an opponent. 


Rules for Health. 


"Finding 
ignorance 
and 
lazinesfi, 
induced by the climate, resulting in a 
general lack of cleanliness, to be 
the 
prime factors in the spreading of dis- 
ease among the natives of tropics," said 
Major Woodbury, " I have funnulated a 
set of rules referring to the treatment of 
'the enemy' which have brought 
grat- 
ifying results when the men have taken 
to heart my brief manual of the dangers 
of infection and how to prevent it. 


"Until 
the 
American 
soldier 
came 
upon tho field of history implicit obedi- 
ence was the one requisite and bravery 
the only virtue demanded of men in the 
ranks. 


"With the present army of intelligent 
men we hold that we increase their ii.se- 
fulness bj' a direct appeal to the soldier 
to 
command 
himself. 
There 
are 
of 
course, the general rules and orders for 
the sanitation of a regiment, Ijut on the 
precept that 'The Lord helps those who 
help themselves' a soldier may aid his 
country and his commanding officer by 
keeping strict guard over his personal 
liealtli and, bj- putting the spirit of un- 
derstanding into his obedience, give a 
true exposition of patriotism. 


"A soldier has no more right to expose 
himself knowingly to a disease than he 
has to rifle fire except in obedience to 
. orders. 
Foolhardiness 
is not 
bravery, 
and a reckless disregard of .sanitary rules 
does not indicate superior 
wisdom 
or 
«ealotiS patriotism. 


"In time of war large bodies of troops 
ere necessarily crowded together, 
with 
DDly those conveniences at hand tljat can 
.be suppliée by nature. 
The closer the 
crowding and the longer the stay on one 
camp site the more unhealthy the troops 
are likely to becom;, a s - t h e r e are 
no 
water mains, no sewerc and no shelter, 
_ and the soldiers must contend to a great 
extent with their own poisons. 


Diseases Ever Present. 


"In healthy, cooler climates this trouble 
may be reduced with care to a minimum, 
but in Southern Mexico among ignorant 
inhabitants of poorer districts the Amer- 
ican soldier would meet with certain dis- 
eases which are nearly always present 
and which from time to time reach the 
proportions, 
of 
devastating 
epidemics. 
These spread rapidl; .and are likely to 
kill many more than the enemy's fire. 
Indeed, battles have been lost from this 
cduse alone. 
These enemies come not 
with blaring band? and flying banners; 
they sneak in as does the spy, all unseen 
. by'sefltin 
and scout, until suddenly the 
epidemic breaks out and the soldiers are 
; ¿ftqght in their own camp. 


"Yellow fever, cholera, dysentery and 
^typhoid fever are a few of the formidable 
• enemies to be encountered, but there are 
- many, others to be enumerated and to be 
• taken in the order of those that must be 
néither swallowed, touched nor breathed. 


'•Among the epidemic diseases caught 
, -only by swallowing are dysentery of the 
tf^, kinds: th«^ trooical form is due to a 
; lailcroscopic anirnal and the ordinary dis-

"Typhoid fever is caused by a micro- 
scopic plant, the typhoid bacillus, which 
has the power of very rapid motion. 
Ty- 
phoid can be caught only by swallowing 
this plant. 


"The typhoid bacillus lives principal- 
l.v in the intestines, and it lives very well 
outside the body, either dried into a dust 
or in wet soil or streams. 
It can even 
survive 
JVf'e/.ins:;

"Worms 
are

with in those low climates. 
They -absorb 
the food that should nourish the man and 


are caught by swallowing their eggs. All 
worms starve the body, and by certain 
poisons which they generate reduce the 
amount and quantity of the blood. 
The 
hook worm 
a serious offender among 
the native.^:, causing anemia, a 
disease 
that ha.s killed off great numbers of the 
inhabitants, as certain clas.ses eat much 
that i.'i not cleanly and liable to contain 
the eggs of intestinal worms. 


Boil Ail Water. 


"Eternal 
vigila nee 
is 
the 
price 
of 
health 
more 
surely 
in the climate 
to 
which our men may now be exposed, and 
they should establish an inviolable riile 
that water iised for drinking 
purposes 
must 
be filtered 
and 
boiled. 
Boiled 
microbes cannot give disease, and boiling 
the water is the only sure methtvl of ex- 
terminating 
them. 
«Jiands 
should -bo 
washed before nsing them to place an.y- 
thing in the mouth, as they are the most 
frequent cause 
of carrying 
these 
dis- 
eases. 


"The lower classes of Mexico are any- 
thing but particular in their mode of 
living: hence the .Causes of these diseases 
may be borne around by them, contam- 
inating anything with which they come 
in 
contact. 
The soldier 
makin.g 
pur- 


chases of them risks getting a case o. 
yellow fever, dysentery, 
typhoid fever, 
cholera or worms; he may even receive 
them on his change, as money is a known 
source of spreading diseas«>. 
Some native 
faimers go so far as to sprinkle diluted 
sewage over the kitchen gardens, so the 
germs of these diseases may be found 
between the leaves of their green garden 
truck and on their fruits. 


"Crowding favors the transmission of 
these diseases, but it4.s possible to make 
good health catching by observing these 
simple rules in addition to the two men- 
tioned :— 


" P u t nothing in the mouth that 
has 
been handled by unwashed hands. 
E a t 
no food that has not been well cooked— 
this includes all beverages non-alcoholic. 
E a t no fruit that has not been thorough- 
ly washed with boiled water, and, pref- 
erably, cooked. 


"Do not drink out of bottles, 
public 
cups at fountains or in railroad 
ti'ains 
or barracks. 
Have an individual 
cup 
and keep it clean. 
T o prevent the in- 
crease of flies and for general cleanli- 
ness destroy by burning all animal, vege- 
table and human wastes. 
Place screens 
over all food that is cooked and ready to 
be served, and screen the kitchen, mess

'•A patient; with any of the diseases 
named, except worms, should be at once 
removed from the vicinity of his com- 
mand, and should the disease prove epi-

"Cavalrymen, 
teamsters 
and 
hostlers 
are liable to infection from the animals 
by contact, glandei-s having its seat prin- 
cipally in the lose of glandered cattle. 


" A sharp lookout must be kept for 
vermin 
in Mexico. 
The best protection 
is afforded 
by having the 
underwear 
well boiled and by frequent bathing of 
the whole body. 


Wash in Salt Water. 


"Vaccination is a precaution 
against 
smallpox. 


"All wounds should 
immediately 
be 
washed with a teaspoonful of salt in a 
quart of water that has just been boiled 
and covered with a c! ith that has ! eon 
well boiled. 


"Glandered animals should be killed 
and buried. 


"The well soldier should keep a^vay 
from all persons suffci-ing from the dis- 
eases mentioned and receive no article 
of 
any 
kind 
that 
has 
been 
uear 
or 
handled by them, unless previously fumi- 
gated by 
some 
chemical gas or vapor 
or boiled to destroy the contagion. 
Ma- 
laria, yellow fever and dengue fe-ver are 
carried from the ill to the well by blood 
sucking insects. 
Pneumonia, 
consump- 
tion, tuberculosis, i«fluenza, diphtheria, 
whooping cough, quiniiy, spotted fever 
-wOnd rheumatic 
fever 
are 
caught 
by 
breathing in dust containiug the dried 
microscopic 
plants

and which are found in mucous coming 
f r o m the lungs, throdt or head. 


"Should 
any 
contact 
be 
absolutely 
necessary the clothing should be imme- 
diately 
changed 
aud 
disinfected, 
the 
hands thoroughly washed and the nose 
and throat rhised with salt and water. 
After breathing in dust of any nature 
make it a rule to gargle frequently with 
boiled water and keep the teeth—excel- 
lent p'aces for breeding bacteria—clean. 


"i^he world In general shares the bur- 
den of these diseases, but in such cli- 
mates as the touthevn portjona of Mexi- 
co and among such people as its lower 
classes, who soertt to have nu invinciblj

" 'Cleanliness' and 'avoidance' m u s t be 
our soldiers' watchwords if they would 
return to the United States with sound 
bodies and normal minds. 


"I would add just one thing in con- 
nection with surgical cases," said Major 
Woodbury. 
" I believe that tincture of 
iodine is the long desired ideal 
disin- 
fectant and antiseptic. 


" I t is efficient in high dilution, does 
not damage tissue even where its vitali- 
ty has been much reduced by trauma- 
tism or infection; it has been invariably

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N tracing t3ie origin and growth of 
the Mono Nera, or Black Hand, in 
this country through the maze of 
diaries, memoranda and information 
gathered by the late Joseph Petro- 
Bino, the valiant lieutenant of the 
New York Police Department Tvhose life 
was the price of his loyalty and zeal, I 
find a well defined and interwoven skein 
•which 
closely 
connects 
scores 
upon 
Bcores of fonl murders coonmitted in 
Italy with others equally cowardly that 
were later perpetrated in America. 


The far reaching power and relentless 
vengeance of the Mano Nera have no 
equals in the history of crime. 
The 
Btiletto, the pistol, the bomh and the 
bludgeon were the weapons employed 
to wreak vengeance upon those who de- 
clined to pay tribute to the relentless 
band of cutthroats who sought to grow 
wealthy through ill gotten gains. 
Scores 
of widows and hundreds of orphans to- 
day are mourning the loved ones who 
were marked for death because they 
ignored the demands and threats of the 
brigands who tried to levy tribute upon 
their hard earned savings. 


How They Do It in Italy. 


In Italy when a general Is sent with 
a body of troops into a district infested 
with brigands he is given "carta bianca" 
by his King. 
This means he has full 
power to act as he sees fit, and there 
is no "watching and waiting" policy im- 
posed. 


"Get the brigands, dead or alive!" Is 
the order, and he never hesitaes to 
shoot when occasion demands. 
These 
drastic orders apply to those who give 
aid or protection to the person sought 
as well as to the brigands themselves, 
and history ¿liows that scores have been 
shot and killed in a raid of this sort

dated it by more than two years, and it 
was while investigating this crime the 
detectives struck the trail which finally 
led to the real unearthing of the Black 
Hand. 


On the morning of Jamiary 6, 1901, 
the body of Meyer Weisslbard, an itiner- 
ant jeweller, of No. 212 Henry street, 
was found stuffed in a trunk. The head 
was nearly severed from the body, which 
was wrapped in a piece of oilcloth, 
adorned by a likeness of Admiral Dewey. 
The trunk, an old leather affair, was 
bound with a clothesline and was left on 
the 'bulkhead between piers No. 10 and 
No. 11, East River, about one hundred 
feet from the Old Slip police station, 
where it was discovered by Thomas C. 
Murpliy, of No. 77 Roosevelt street. 


Murphy called Reilly, a policeman, and 
the trunk was at once removed to the 


when in fact the little squad originally j Old Slip station, where it was shown 
set out to capture only one or two male- 
factors. 


Prior to 1900 practically nothing was 
known of a Black Hand Society in New 
York. New Orleans had had its troubles 
with the Mafia when Chief of Police 
Hennessy was murdered, and as a re- 
sult eleven Italians were lynched in the 
streets as an instance of retributive jus- 
tice. 
But so far New York had had 
no occasion to face such an emergency. 
True, a band of Italian blackmailers 
had been reaping a harvest by preying 
upon ignorant fellow countrymen who 
upon their embarkation to the old coun- 
try were roWbed of their little hoards 
and in some cases beaten, stabbed and 
even murdered. 


Criminals Flocked to America. 


Petrosino, then a roundsman, was pro- 
moted to the grade of a detective, and 
upon the earnest solicitation of the So- 
ciety for the Protection of Immigrants 
waa assigned to work at South Ferry. 
It was his daring and splendid work in 
this field that brought the New York 
authorities face to face with the peril 
that was daily increasing. Italians were 
pouring into the United States by the 
thousands and among them scores of the 
most hardened criminals who had fled 
from the jurisdiction of their native 
courts. 
They crossed the ocean to seek 
new victims and in a field ripe and rich 
and affording fewer chances of detection. 


Many of these alien cutthroats were 
captured and deported, and from the day 
that Peti'osino figured in the first of 
these round-ups he was marked for death 
as the arch enemy of Italian criminals 
in America and abroad. 
The marvel is 
that he was not ambushed and murdered 
long before ihe evening he fell, pierced 
by the bullets of an asaassiii in Piazza 
Marina, in Palermo. 


In his work of rounding up these brig- 
ands Petrosino received valiant aid from 
Policeman Ralph Micelli, now a^ detec- 
tive and still in the depai^tment 
If the 
Italian 
Sqnad is rwrianized—and 
it 
will be—chfllnces are Micelli will succeed 
to the place made vacant by Petrosino's 
death, for be is in every way gnalified 
to continne the work. 


Volumes have béje» w^tteii aboot the

writer* died the "barrel murder" as the

that the murder had been committed but 
a few hours before. 
Identification was 
promptly made, and an investigation, 
which Petrosino headed, was started at 
once. 
WeLssbard had dealt exclusively 
with Italians and was known throughout 
several of the colonies infested by those 
aliens as "oMike." 
He sold cheap jew- 
elry. Inquiries showed that he had left 
his home on the morning of the loth 
with about $200 worth of his usual .stock 
in his pockets. 
None of his family had 
seen him since that morning. 


Partially from the fact that the body 
was wrapped in a piece of table oilcloth 
bearing the likeness of Admiral Dewey, 
who was an idol of the Italians, the po- 
lice reached the conclusion that the per- 
petrators of the crime were Italians. 


Captain Titus, then in command of 
the Detective Bureau, on the morning of 
January 17 called to Headquarters all 
the Italian speaking members of the de- 
partment and placed them under'the or- 
ders of Lieutenant Petrosino. 
Micelli, 
Casassa, 
Mongoni, 
Carrao, 
Tancredi, 
Vacchris, Ferretti and Joseph Degillo 
were the men chosen, and they made a 
house to house search through the Italian 
quarter lying in the vicinity of Mott and 
Hester streets, the last place "where 
Weissbard had been sipen alive. 
Their 
search wag for a room »freshly painted 
green, as the trunk in which the body 
was found showéd stains of that color 
and looked as if it had been used as 
a seat 
The search for Weissbard's 
assassin, or assassins, was futile, but a 
vast amount of information was picked 
up bearing on the criminal Italians who 
infeated that locality. 
The only real 
clew to the murder picked up by the po- 
lice Was some of the jewelry carried by 
Weisisibard. This was found in a Bowery 
pawn shop. 
^

Although the search was vigorously, 
carried on for several weeks the ease Waa 
finally dropped and took its place among 
the long list of unsolved ciimes in New 
York. 
The Italian policèmen were re- 
turned to their respective piecincts, and 
Petrosino was ordered bàék to * South 
iPerry. 


In looking overahé Weissbard notes in 
Petrosino's diflry/thié éntry was found: 
—"Scores of Italito tnurderers are lurk- 
ing in the lower part oi the diy and ply- 
ing their trade of Black Hand extortion. 
Unless checked at once they will eo ex- 
tend tbOt op^«tk>M-tb*t thb police will 


That prophetic entry showed the trend 
of Petrosino's mind. He knew the perils 
confronting the Police Department un- 
less it immediately busied itself with the 
brigands that were daily growing in au- 
dacity and numbers. 


In the detective's diary the name of 
Giuseppe 
D'Agostino 
frequently 
ap- 
pears, with various addresses in the 
lower and upper part of the city follow- 
ing the entry. 
In connecting this name 
with entries made some time later it is 
shown tliat in crossing the trail of 
D'Agostino Petrosino in reality struck 
tlie first clew that led to the discovery 
of a Black Hand society in New York, 
its organization, originators and agpnts 
and operatives. 


A Calabrian group, under D'Agostino's 
leadership, had established itself at Hes- 
ter and Elizabeth streets. 
This band 
was engaged in extorting money from 
well to do Italians, and as its operations 
grew bolder other branches were estab- 
lished. 
By this time the clique was op- 
erating as far north as Bleecker street, 
and agents were sent further up town to 
explore other localities where Italians of 
the better class were colonizing. 


Little 
Italian 
grocery 
stores 
were 
opened, and to these the swindlers at- 
tracted those they schemed to black- 
mail and swindle. 
From othens who 
frequented their shops they worined in- 
formation as to the financial standing 
of Italians living thereabout until they 
had the rating of nearly every man of 
their nationality then dwelling in the 
city. 
The rest was easy. 
Remands ac- 
companied by dire threats were sent taf 
the ones marked for plucking, and as the 
protective . victims 
had 
been 
duly 
warned against taking the police into 
their confidence the blackmailers for a 
while reaped a rich harvest. 
The vic- 
tims bore their losses in silence, always 
Tv^th the fear of death to ihemselves or 
their loved ones as an incentive to seal 
their lips. 


In following the operations of D'Agos- 
tino and his blackmailing b{(Qd through 
the city Petrosino frequently heard of - 
Oiuaejnx» Morello and. his bro 
Lupft, M 


now 
serving long terms in the 
fed- 
eral prison at Atlanta^ Ga. Morelio and 
Lupo, like D'Agostino, had started a 
number of little grocery stores, which 
led Petrosino to believe that their mo- 
tives were similar to those of D'Agos- 
tino. 
The habitues of the Morello-Lupo 
stores were even harder and more des- 
perate 
than 
those 
who hung 
about 
D'Agostino's places. 


The detectives learned that many Ital- 
ians 
were being 
subjected 
to 
black- 
mail 
those localities invaded by Lupo 
and 
Morelio, and many of these vic- 
tims 
unsuspectingly 
confided 
their 
troubles to the very ones who were levy- 
ing the toll. 
Ííorello's original place 
was in Elizabeth street, but 
branch 
stores spraiig up like mushrooms. 
Not 
content With the money they were ex- 
torting from their victims, this new vice 
syndicate engaged in counterfeiting five 
and ten cent pieces, which they passed in 
their chain of stores. 
Emboldened by 
their success with spurious coins, they 
next took up the counterfeiting of bank 
notes, and this is where the Secret Ser- 
vice became interested, and William J. 
Flyhn, then an operative, entered the 
field. 
Deprimo, one of this band of 
counterfeiters» waa arrested and 
sent 
to Sinir Sing for a long term, and, 
strange to say, it was from information 
gained in the course of an interview in 
his cell that Petrosino obtained facts 
bearing on the -celebrated "barrel mur- 
der." But more of this later, and in its 
proper order. 


When the Morello-I/upo : -combination: 
grew so strong that it invaded the. fields

more powerful organization was felt. Ac- 
cordingly the next move uncovered by 
Petrosino was the organization of the 
Ignatz Florio Co-operative Society, ar- 
ticles of incorporation being duly drawn 
up and executed and its certificate filed 
in the County Court House. 


The societj' took its name from Ignatz 
Florio, an honored one in Italy. 
Its ob- 
ject, primarily, was to lure "dupes into 
its net of blackmail and extortion, and 
it did a thriving tmde until Petrosino 
crossed its trail and relentlessly pursued 
it, finally driving it out of existence. 


Stock in the society was sold at $100 
a share, and those approached to pur- 
chase this stock had no alternative— 
they bought and promptly paid over their 
$100 for each share of stock they had 
been compelled to subscribe for. it never 
paid a single dividend and when it was 
put out of business there were scores of 
victims who mourned their losses but 
bore their suffering in silence, for there 
was iio "squealing." 
TJie long arm of 
the Mano Nera was too well known to 
them for that 


With the proceeds gained from this 
source, Morelio purchased several valu- 
able parcels of property and at the same 
time branched out in 
the Wholesale 
grocery business. His credit as I'ated by 
the two big mercantile agencies was the 
best, and he made the most of i t 


To one of his associates Petrosino said,- 
while investigating this concern:— 
s 
"I know these fellows to be swindlers. 
The credit they have established is ficti- 
tious. „.A.break is near at hand atid when 


itoi^s will be legion and they will never 
realize a cent" 


Petrosino's deductions were correct, as 
later events proved. 
He hounded Mo- 
relio and his agents from place to place, 
attacking their credit wherever he could, 
and was so persistent in his efforts to 
save his fellow countrymen from the 
swindlers, that Morelio and his fellow 
blackmailers sent their counsel to see 
the detective and tlireatened to sue him 
for criminal libel if he did not cease to 
molest them. 
Seized Valuable Loot. 


The 
detective's 
dogged 
persistence 
hastened the fall of Morelio and Lupo, 
but it brought about his own murder. 
After procuring upward 
of 
$200,000 
worth of goods on credit Lupo fled one 
night, leaving nothing in his Elizabeth 
street store but a pile of empty packing 
boxes. Groceries consigned to Italy and 
valued at $50,000 wx're later seized by 
Petrosino on a pier in Jersey City. These 
were but a portion of the gocids the black- 
mailers had bought on credit just prior 
to their flight. 


Long before the downfall of this band, 
other organizations, amoiig them the 
Co-operative 
Society 
of 
Sicily, 
with 
headquarters in Prince street, and the 
Roma Construction Company, with Oarlo 
Constant! and Antonio I^assafaftnti as 
heads, 
bodi 
friends of 
Lupo, 
were 
started. 
Their downfall was simultane- 
ous with tliit of Lupo add Moirello. 


With the exceptltin df Morelio and 
Lupo, the majbrity 
this band took 
refuge in Italy; 
t<upo went in hiding, 
too, but wheii csiptuired he protested 
that he had been "tip State'' selling olive 
oil, adding that he had bfeeii the victim 
of a biackmailirig batici, thus making it 
imperative for him: to keep out of the - 
city. Constantino wtts arrested in Italy, 
suspected of eompliaty in Petrosino's 
murd6r. 
He had $6,000 in American 
money, and a cipher telegram, signed 
"Morelio," found in his pockets, read:— 
"Why cut his whiskers off?" 
This 
doubtless referred to Petrosino's assas- 
sination. 
For lack of evidence he was 
liberated.

The Morello-Lupo band was captured 
by William J. Flynn, who brought about 
conviction and prison sentences for these 
conspirators. 


Still other groups of the eartoTtloners 
spread over the city, including the one 
in East Sixty-third street under the 
leadership of Pietro Salomone. 
Pietro 
was arrested several times, but he clev- 
erly evaded conviction. 


The Hester street and Elizabeth Street 
groups later found 'Vhite slavery" more 
profitaible than blackmailing, and many 
o° their 
operatives engaged 
in this 
traffic until Petrosino either sent them 
away for prison terms or had theim de- 
ported for crimes committed in Italy. 
As the middle east side became Infested 
with the blackmailing, bomb tossing 
criminals Petrosino traced one band 
into Thirty-ninth street, where he as- 
certained that a well known Italian 
banker and saloonkeeper was its leader.. 


Police Aided Blackhanders. 


Until the' day of his death Petrosino 
contended that the growth of the Black 
Hand in the United States was due en-, 
tirely to the ignorance of the American 
police as to the manners and customs <iC_ 
Italians. He knew that when an Italian 
was blackmailed he rarely appealed to : 
tlie police for redress. 
The few who 
had the temerity to do fio were not en- .. 
couraged by the police to return. 
He 
Was told that if he "had a kick coming 
the b^st thing he could do would be to 
go to court and tell his troubles to the 
judge." 


When the recipient of a iblackmailing^ • 
and threatening letter appeared at Po- 
lice Headquarters he was told to "pajj 
nothing." 


Le them continue to write you let- / 
ters," the police would say. "They can't 
do you any harm. 
However, if you ; 
choose, you can go to court and get » 
warrant for the arrest of the writer." 


Whenever the opjiortunity arose Pe- 
trosino Would get in touch with the - 
powers at Police Headquarters and 'en-' . 
deavor to impress upon them the urgent • 
need of drastic measures to/crush £h«. 
ever growing, peril. 
SometimeB he was 
accorded a patient hearing. 
At Oth^; 
he was dismissed with scant e o n r t ^ i 
although even the highest in author

^ 8 ( ^ 6 of the most startling charges 
ll^ver made againet the existing social 
conditions of this country, and some of 
the most gloomy predictions for the fu- 
ture, were made at the recent meeting 
in Philadelphia of the American Society 
for the Study of Alcohol and Other Nar- 
cotics. 


Decadence nation-^vide 
within a 
few 
decades and a general degeneration of 
Btock in the next generations are among 
the prophecies, and the statistics 
and 
experiences of a host of the most promi- 
nent scientific and medical men of the 
•land bear out the statement. 
Assertions 
were made that a third of the insanity, 
half of the àrime and more than half of 
the suicides every year are the result 
of the widespread and increasing alcohol 
and drug habits of the American people. 


Dr. Quackenbos Has a Cure. 


And in all this situation there was 
only one really optimistic contribution 
to the discuseions. 
This was furnished 
by Dr. John Quackenbos, former pro- 
felBor of psychology at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 
Three-quarters 
'i 
the 10,000 
cases he has treated by suggestion in tlie 
last 
fifteen 
years have been 
complete 
cures, he avows, and further asserts that 
the possibilities of the cure within its 
proper limits are indefinitely great. 
He 
deacribes his method as a straightfor- 
ward, heartfelt, dynamic appeal to the 
subconscious mind—the establishment of 
control where it has become relaxed or 
in Buch :fieldB as it has never been exer- 
cised." 


The object of the treatment he de- 
• scribes as "the incitement of the psychic 
or soul force dormant in man and its 
consequent use in his activities." 
Dr. 
Quackenbos believes that there is a store 
of this unused force which has 
been 
called the soul or supernormal faculty. 
His method is to arouse the higher side 
of man's nature and make him respon- 
sible to himself. 
This the doctor de- 
clares he has succeeded in doing with 
cigarette 
''fiends," 
drunkards, 
liars, 
gamblers, degenerates, 
moral 
imbeciles 
and 
kleptomaniacs. 


He furthermore a? sert s that by sug- 
gestion the patient becomes receptive to 
the better influences of life rather than 
the evils, and in addition to being made 
responsible to his higher and better self 
is further aided by having his mind 
ôpened to .the porper channels, thus re- 
cèiving a twofold benefit from the treat- 
ment. He e'aid that there was not a case 
on record • of 
evil 
being 
done 
under 
this sort of hypnotic suggestion, 
and 
that it did not involve the yielding of 
the will to another individual, but an 
arousal of .the best- self to freedom and 


the free man coming to his own assist- 
ance. 


The Only Bright Side, 


In relation to the rest of the meeting, 
the paper 
of Dr. 
Quackenbos 
stands 
out in bold relief. 
By the eminent spe- 
cialists present at the discussions 
the 
vieAvs expressed were without exception 
gloomy as to the present outlook and 
scai'cely brighter as to the future. 


Among the statistics introduced were 
figures 
to show that the United States 
imports and used more narcotics of the 
oi)ium and kindred types than any other 
countrv in the world with the exception 
of China alone. 
Another medical man 
at the meeting said that 
the 
annual 
death toll directl.y and indirectly due to 
alcoliol in this countiy was forty thou- 
sand. 
Dr. J. J. Kindred, widely known 
consulting physician 
of the East, said 
that more than thirty thousand of the 
tliirty-two 
thousand 
convictions 
for 
crime in Massachusetts in 1908 were of 
intemperates, and that the annual cost 
of dninkonnesa to this countiy Avas more 
than 3 billions of dollars. 


Worst of all, liowever, were the state- 
ments of several of many of the scien- 
tists present that legislative action waa 
not sufficient in itself to accomplish the 
cuds sought, and tliat it must end quick- 
ly if it is to be of any use at all. 
Col. 
L. M. Maus of the Eastern- division of 
the United States Army ^fodical Corps 
pointed out the decay and 
destruction 
of the many prominent families of the 
country who fell under the influence of 
the alcoholic habits during the general 
use of whisky fifty years 
ago. 
And he 
further quoted vital statistics to show- 
that nearly 1 million defectives in the 
country were su-fforing from degeneracy 
and that th? number of children sufi'er- 
ing from diseases and defections due to 
parental intoxication was gi-owing. 


Society Women Most Hoi>eles3. 


Dr. Quackenbos 
said that the 
most 
hopeless of his patients were those who 
came from the classes of society 
wo- 
men. 


Dr. Edwin Katzen-Ellenbogen of the 
Trenton State Hospital research labora- 
tory advocates the segregation and. if 
necessary, even the steriliration of alco- 
holics and legislation which will "frus- 
trate the economic ruin, pauperism and 
insanity 
among 
children 
caused 
by 
drink." 


Immediate and adequate legislation to 
deal with the evil, together with school 
methods which will take into account 
the individuality of the child, and the 
education cf the public to meet its re- 
sponsibilities are the lines along which 
the society suggested that the beat re- 
sults were to be obtained.

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THE BROWN TAIL MOTH A SERIOUS PEST 


By T. SIMONS. 


The brown tall moth is one of the 
oldest caterpillar pests of Europe and 
It Is very strange that the nests of this 
Insect were not Imported 
Into 
this 
country earlier than they really were. 


This European pest was first ob- 
served In the United States In Massa- 


A mass of Imported seedlings show- 
ing numerous nests o£ the brouTi tail 
moth. 


fchusetts In the early nineties, having 
been brought in on some roses. 
From 
Its introduction to 189S, no direct ef- 
fort was made to retard its spread, al- 
though the state legislature had passed 
a law requiring local authorities to 
suppress the Insect. 
In 1898 an ap- 
propriation of $10,000 was made for 
the 
suppression 
of 
the 
brown 
tall 
moth. 
From 1900 to 1904 no con- 
certed effort through state funds was 
made against the g>'psy and brown tail 
moths In Massachusetts. 
Individual 
effort by local towns and private par- 
ties met 
with 
only partial 
success. 
During this Interval these two pests 
gained a tremendous headway and It 
Was necessary for the state to appro- 
priate in 1905, $150,000 per annum to 
aid in the control of these 
Insects. 
The following year, ?225,000 was ap- 
propriated, and In 1909 this was in- 
creased 
to 
$500,000 
by the 
United 
States government and the states of 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Con- 
necticut, Maine and Rhode Island for 
work 
In 
the 
suppression 
of 
these 
pests in New England. 
In addition 
the enormous expense to towns, vil- 
lages and private individuals through 
their effort to protect and save their 
property and the loss of timber and 
the depreciation 
of real estate 
will 
bring the cost of these two Insect pests 
in New England 
states 
alone 
into 
many millions of dollars. 
As 
these 
pests are rapidly spreading Into many 
other sections of the country, it be- 
hooves everyone to spare no means to 
prevent their establishment. 


According to the various 
v/riters, 
the 
principal 
spread 
takes 
place 
through the flight of the moths just 
after 
they emerge 
from 
the 
pupal 
stage Into adult moths, which is usu- 


ally during the early part of July. The 
flight of these moths takes place at 
night; they are seldom seen flying in 
the daytime. 


The injury caused by this 
Insect, 
where established, can hardly be esti- 
mated in terms of dollars and cents. 
The foliage of all fruit trees, especially 
pear and apple where available, seems 
to be the prefered food of the cater- 
pillar, but they freely attack all shade 
trees including the oaks, maples, elms 
and the like. 
Pines, spruces and other 
conifers are the only exceptions. 
This 
extensive range of food plants shows 
the possibilities of severe damage to 
our trees and shrubs if this pest be- 
comes established. 


In addition to the Injury to fruit, 
shade and forest trees, there is an- 
other feature which If not alarming is 
troublesome and endangers the public 
health. 
The 
caterpillar 
bears 
tiny 
hairs which are barbed. 
When the in- 
sects molt these barbed hairs are shed. 
These hairs float about in the air and 
are a constant source of trouble to 
persons living in an Infested district. 
When these hairs come in contact with 
the skin thoy cause severe irritation 
and an annoying rash is the result. 
Thi^\ of 
itself 
should 
cause 
strong 
measures, looking to the elimination 
of this pest, to be adopted.

Cooperation 
in marketing 
and 
in 
buying is, we believe, essential to the 
economical ' distribution 
of 
products. 
Large quantities 
of uniformly 
good 
products can be sold much more ad- 
vantageously than can smaller quan- 
tities 
of 
products, 
each 
sample 
of 
which may be good in Itself but which 
when brought together are not uni- 
form.. 
When every farm was manu- 
facturing its own butter, and each of 
the hundred or more farmers in the 
community was trying to sell butter 
of a different quality, the price of but- 
ter was comparatively 
low. 
Where 
butter is manufactured in one plant, 
the manager of the creamery has at 
his 
disposal 
large 
quantities 
of 
a 
uniform product and can sell at the 
best possible price. 


If the products 
of 
a 
community, 
such as grain, potatoes and live stock, 
can be made uniform by cooperation 
among the members of the commu- 
nity in production, 
and 
then 
these 
larger quantities of uniform products 
can be sold by one man, the same ad- 
vantages that come to the large farm- 
er, or have come to the dairy indus- 
try, can be secured in other enter- 
prises on the farm.—A. D. Wilson.

Owing to the high prices of grains, 
the 
production 
of pork 
with 
grain 
alone is not nearly so profitable as it 
once was. 
It takes five or six pounds 
of corn in dry-lot feeding to make a 
pound of 
pork. 
With 
corn 
worth 
around thirty cents per bushel and 
hogs selJing at five or six cents it was 
possible to make money by feeding In 
dry lot. 
When corn is worth around 
sixty cents and pork selling for six 
cents, however. It is readily seen that 
profits from feeding hogs are reduced

materially unless a cheaper way of 
producing pork is practiced. 
Results 
of extentlve 
Investigations 
In 
many 
sections of the United States indicate 
clearly that pork 
can 
be 
produced 
most cheaply by feeding grain In com- 
bination with forage. 
The 
kind 
of 
grain to feed depends, of course, upon 
the forage crops. 
In general, when 
the forage Is a legume, such as alfalfa, 
clover, cowpeas or soybeans, straight 
corn Is the grain to use. 
With non- 


leguminous forages, such as bluegrass, 
rape and oats, sorghum or rye, corn 
should be supplemented with linseed 
oilmeal, the ration being six parts corn 
to one part oilmeal. 
j 


While the kind of grain to feed Is 
important, the amount of grain is of 
equal. If not greater, importance 
in' 
determining the economy of grains. It 
has been demonstrated at different ex- j 
periment stations that the best forage^ 
crops are little more than a mainte-' 
nance ration. 
If gains are to be ob- 
tained, then, it is necessary to feed 
some grain in addition to the forage. 
The greatest economy if gain through 
the use of forage is obtained when one 
and one-half to two pounds of grain 
are fed daily for each 100 pounds of 
live weight. 
The best general rule Is 
to feed enough grain to cause the hogs '. 
to make a dally gain of three-fourths I 
of a pound for each 100 pounds live 
weight. 


Where alfalfa can be grown suc- 
cessfully, there Is probably no forage 
crop that will give better results for 
swine feeding. 
An acre of alfalfa will 
pasture, 
during the grazing 
season, 
from ten to twenty shoats. 
The im- 
portant point to be observed is not to 
pasture too closely. 
Best results are 
obtained by so pasturing that one or; 
two cuttings of hay may be taken off 
the field during the season in addition 
to the amount foraged off by the hogs. ' 


Red clover probably ranks next to' 
alfalfa as a forage crop for swine. 
It 
will not feed so many hogs per acre 
and does not furnish pasture for bo| 


long a period as alfalfa. 
It is, how- 
ever, one of the best forages. 
In pas- 
turing the clover, care should be taken 
not to turn the hogs in on It before it 
is ten to twelve inches high and it 
should not, at . any time, be pastured 
too closely. 


Rape in which has been sown 
a 
few oats, makes a most excellent for- 
age crop. 
It is a rapid growing, suc- 
culent 
crop 
and 
hence 
it 
is .well 
adapted for swine pasture. 
Good re- 
sults may be obtained by sowing five 


Alfalfa fed hogs» 


or six pounds ahead of the drill and 
then drilling in one-half bushel of oats. 
Six to ten pounds of clover sown at 
this time is also good to add to the 
mixture. 
The 
hogs 
should 
not 
bo 
turned onto the rape 
pasture 
until 
fourteen to eighteen inches high. 
If 
not pastured too closely and the sea- 
son is favorable it will come on again 
thus furnishing pasture 
for 
a 
long 
period.

The probabilities are that the most 
dreaded 
of mosquitoes, 
the 
yellow- 
fever 
mosquito, 
originally 
bred 
in 
water In holes in trees, but it has so 
perfectly adapted Itself to the human 
family that it has become a true do- 
mestic insect and is practically 
de- 
pendent for Its existence upon the con- 
ditions that surround human habita- 
tions. 
This adaptation is undoubtedly 
of very ancient development. 
The yel- 
low-fever 
mosquito 
is 
essentially 
a 
town 
mosquito, and the 
larvae 
are 
found practically exclusively In arti- 
ficial receptacles In and about houses. 


It can be said that its larvae are 
never found In swamps, in pools, or 
even In temporary puddles, even when 
these are In close proximity to houses. 
In the tropics the large earthen jars 
in which drinking water is kept are 
the most frequent and unfailing habi- 
tat of the larvae. 
Rain-water barrels 
are abundant breeding places. 
Rain- 
water tanks, so universally behind the 
houses 
in 
Southern 
cities, 
are 
the 
source of most abundant supplies of 
these mosquitoes. 
The larvae are also 
found in sagging gutters 
containing 
rain-water. In tin cans, in cess-pools, 
in 
horse 
troughs, 
in 
water-closet 
tanks, in the drain traps of stationary 
wash-stands, in urns in cemeteries, in 
pools accumulating under the water 
tanks. In water pans In the chicken 
yards, and In the water receptacles of 
grindstones. 


The observations of scientists Indi- 
cate that the yellow-fever 
mosquito 
breeds almost always in clear water 
and seldom In foul water. 
These ob- 
servers always found it In artificial re- 
ceptacles, except a few times in tree 
holes near houses, and in one case in a 
street gutter. 
In the last case It is 
probable that this larvae came into 
the gutter by the emptying of some 
household vessel. 
Discarded 
bottles 
and tins about houses 
are 
favorite 
breeding places. 


The larvae, when suspended from 
the surface of the water to take In 
air, 
hang 
almost 
perpendicularly. 
They 
are very 
easily alarmed 
and 
then go quickly to the bottd^n, where 
they remain a considerable time with- 
out 
rising 
to 
the 
surface. 
When 
water is poured from a receptacle in- 
habited by these larvae they quickly 
seek the bottom and their presence 
may not be suspected, although 
the 
vessel ic in constant use. 
They cling 
so closely to the bottom that unless 
the Jars are rinsed and tipped up so 
as to empty them completely, which 
Is not usually done, nearly all of the 
larvae will remain In the jars. 
On 
account of this habit they are not 
easily disposed of by pouring out the 
contents of a barrel. 


The larvae occur most frequently In 
clear water in rain-water barrels or 
in 
drinking 
water 
receptacles 
In 
houses, 
the water in such receptacles 


contains more or less animal mattel 
as well as vegetable refuse, and sucK, 
probably is generally the food of tha 
larvae. 
The larvae feed at the bottom 
where they mouth over the organic 
sediment even when the water is verji 
deep. 
( 


The rain barrel Is a most endleiii | 
breeding place, for mosquito"^ 
If yot 
must have one, keep It wrll corered 
^ ^ 
with netting or screen, which admiU 
air but keeps out the mosquitoes. 


A 
knowledge 
of 
the 
egg-layln( 
habits of the mosquito will make peo« i 
pie more careful about leaving recep« 
tacles containing water uncovered an<J 
unprotected. 
Normally it appears t< 
be the custom to lay eggs on the side( 
of any place containing water, jusi 
above the surface of the water, so tha 
a slight elevation 
of the' water wll 
submerge 
them. 
They 
have 
heel 
fovmd upon a leaf floating upon th< 
water. 
The eggs are small and blacK 
in color. 
As has been stated, tney ar< 
ordinarily laid above the margin oi 
the water and here they may remaU 
dry for long periods, hatching when 
reached by the water. 
They develoj 
better after having been dry for som< 
time. 
In fact, it seems that they wlli 
preserve their vitality for six month! 
or even longer. 
Freezing does not de- 
stroy the fertility of the eggs. 
Th| 
duration of the egg stage, when th< 
eggs are laid upon the water, is abou( 
two days. 
When deposited above thi 
water they hatch promptly when sub« 
merged. 
When laid upon the surfacfl 
of the water they are easily sunk bj 
any disturbance and when they slnl^ 
hatching is retarded and often som< 
of the eggs do not hatch, particularlj 
If the temperature of the water U 
rather low. 
When, submerged soo< i 
after being laid on the surface of th« 
water they generally perish. 


Poor Ventilation 


A health bulletin published in Chi- 
cago has the following to say regard- 
ing 
imperfect 
ví^ntllation 
in 
public 
places: 


"Deaths from the impure air dis- 
eases—tuberculosis, pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, and la grippe—constitute one- 
third of the total deaths of the last 
f.ve months, exceeding by 4,309 deaths 
the record of the next most important 
cause 
of 
death—diarrheal 
diseases, 
872. 


"These deaths are the dire results 
chiefly of dirty breathing habits; they 
are results which stamp our present 
day sanitary intelligence as little short 
of barbaric. 


"Probably 
our 
closed vehicles 
of 
transportation are the one thing most 
In need of attention; especially is this 
true in large cities where pedple are 
crowded Into street cars to the point 
of suffocation during "rush hours," all 
breathing and rebreathlng air exhaled 
by others, some coughing and sneez- 
ing in their neighbors' faces. 


"Our places of public assemblage, 
especially the small theatres, are also 
urgently in need of ventilation correc- 
tion. 


"Ventilation laws must be enacted 
and rigidly enforced If tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, and other impure air dis- 
eases are to be reduced to the mini- 
mum." 


HOW TO READ THE WEATHER FLAGS 


The 
Weather 
Bureau 
displays 
at 
certain points the 
Information 
con- 
tained in its forecasts and warnings 
by means of a system of flags. While 
the flag system has the advantage of 
being comparatively inexpensive to in- 
stall and maintain. It is not in general 
use, since in large cities the flags are 
quickly discolored, and on account of 
the prevailing smoke and haze it soon 
becomes difficult to distinguish them. 


The interpretation of these displays 
may be more easily mastered if It is 
kept In mind that the meaning Is con- 
ditioned on the color and form of th^ 
flag; 
thus a white flag, if displayed 
alone, means clear or fair weather,. 


with practically no change In temper- 
ature; a blue flag alone indicates gen- 
eral rain or snow, with stationary tem- 
perature; a flag composed 
of 
equal 
portions of white and blue Indicates 
local rain or snow, as contrasted with 
general rain or snow. 
A triangular 
flag is used to indicate temperature 
changes. 
When displayed above any 
one of the flags already mentioned It 
indicates 
rising 
temperature; 
when 
below, falling temperature. 


Forecasts of decidedly lower 
tem- 
perature, or much colder, are Indi- 
cated by the display of the cold-wave 
flag—a 
white rectangular flag with a 
black square as a center. 
The cold- 
wave flag is always displayed alone. 
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Mir WATERING OR GOPHEK 
DEVICE. 


To water small fruit trees, 
berry 
bushes and plants I make a hole in 
the ground beside the tree or plant 
and pour the water into the hole and 
It soaks in around the roots.

Improved soil, improved seed and 
plants and more thorough cultivation; 
the application of science to agricul- 
ture and science Is simply organized 
common sense. 


The improvement of seed alone will 
come to little, for the use of the most 
improved seed on soil low in fertility 
or In poor physical condition will be 
disappointing, 
but good results wljl 
como of planting Improved seed on 
improved soil. 


We -have failed to recognize that 
among corn plants and among oat and 
wheat plants there Is Just as marked 
individuality as among men or among 
animals. 


When we recognilze this character- 
istic in plants and select our seed grain 
with the thought of vigor and prolifi- 
cacy of plant in mind, we are making 
a great advance toward larger yields. 


Let the selection of small grain for 
better seed begin with the 
fanning 
.mill; it has been proven that both the 
yield and quality of grain can thus 
be increased. 


If we will add to this the selection 
of heayy yielding and vigorous grow- 
ing plaints, as we flnd them In the 
field, 
our yields will far exceed 
32 
bushels for oats and 14 bushels for 
wheat as Is the state average for the 
past 25 years. 


A third requisite Is better and more 
thorough cultivation. Including better 
preparation of the seed bed and better 
seeding as well as better after culti- 
vation.—Prof. O. D. Center. 


Summer 
pruning 
peach, 
cherry, 
plum and other stone fruit Is generally 
not advisable, although It may be done 
with good results under some condi- 
tions. 


DIPPING HOGS. 
Treatment for Mange and Lice. 


Tre.atment 
of 
hogs 
for 
mange 
should begin with a vigorous scrub- 
mlng 
with 
brush, 
soap 
and 
soft 
water so as to remove the crust. 
A 
variety of coal-tar dips are~ on the 
market. 
Most of these are quite sat- 
isfactory If of sufficient strength and 
warm enough (about 110 degrees P. 
Do not boil). The hog should be given 
a good thorough soaking in the dip, 
not less than two minutes. 
The hog 
must go under, head and all, at least 
once. 
Treatment must usually be re- 
peated one or more times at Intervals 
of eight days. 
Treat the whole herd 
and do it thoroughly. 


An effective dip can be made from 
crude petroleum as follows: 
4 gallons crude oil 
16 gallons water. 
1 pound soap. 
The soap should be dissolved In the 
water 
by heating. 
An 
emulsion 
then made by adding the 
oil 
and 
thoroughly 
churning 
th® 
mixture. 
yVater 
in 
different 
sections 
differs 
very greatly In the way it will com- 
bine with t;8oap. 
If this amount of 
soap does not give a good emulsion 
simply add more soap. 
Avoid oily 
dips in cold weather. 


While the hogs are teiklng the dip, 
thoroughly clean and then disinfect 
the pens. 
In case of true mange the 
fence 
posts, 
trees, 
and 
everything 
against which the hogs can rub myst 
also be disinfected. 
Use a strong dis- 
infectant 
and 
plenty 
of 
it. 
After 
treatment do not put hogs back ipto 
lousy or mangy pens,:—M. H. 
Rey- 
nolds.

fested cotton a yellowish beetle with 
black spots. 
These beetles are about 
a fourth of an inch long, and crawl 
about among the louse-infested leaves. 
These are known as Lady-beetle, and 
the one most commonly found Is the 
Convergent Lady-beetle. 


It has been thought, by many farm- 
ers, that these Lady-beetles are the 
parents" of the leaf-louse, but In re- 
ality they are enemies to the louse 
(and are, therefore, 
friends of 
the 
farmer), for the reason that they feed 
on the lice. 


There are a number of other In- 
sects which help to keep down the 
cotton-louse, such as Lace-wing Flies 
and Syrphus Flies. On the other hand, 
cotton (or any other plant) which is 
badly infested with lice is apt to be 
frequented by many insects which go 
there, not to attack the lice, but to get 
from the lice a sweetish 
substance 
called "honey-dew," 
which 
the 
lice 
'secrete from their bodies. 
Ants, flies 
and wasps are fond of this substance 
and are frequently abundant on plants 
which are badly infested with the lice.

VARIATION IN SHAPE OF HORSES' HEADS 


Writers often speak 
of the 
Arab 
breed aa if these animals bred very 
true to a definite type, says a writer 
in the London 
Live Stock 
Journal, 
They certainly agree in possessing fine 
coats and slender 
limbs, 
but 
these 
characteristics seem to come almost 
automatically In any horses bred in 
warm, dry countries. 


We are apt to associate a certain 
highly refined type of head to 
the 
Arab horse. 
This is the ideal head, 
and one which is probably specially se- 
lected for in the native land of tlie 
breed. 
That it requires to be selected 
for, that a pure Arab can come with 
various classes of head, some of them 


dally refined wild species, and its sup- 
posed "purity," can vary in type of 
head just as much, and in much the 
same way, as animals of less exalted 
lineage. 
This certainly seems to sug- 
gest -that it came originally from the 
same source as oth«r horses, and that 
It owes Its most valuable character- 
istics 
to 
selection 
and 
environment 
rather than to anything more obscure. 


It seems absolutely unsafe, 
there- 
fore, 
in 
the 
present 
state 
of 
our 
knowledge, 
to 
attempt 
any 
serious 
classification of the horse upon a basis 
of head characters alone, for, as we 
have 
endeavored 
to 
show, 
strange 
variations may occur, and even in the 
"purest" of breeds there seems to be

Jf the* tent caterpillar pitches its 
home in your orchard, rernember that 
its flock Is gathered together in the 
home at night, the" members going 
forth by day to look for food. 
A torch

tities. 
If in midsummer you find a 
bunch 
of 
brown 
worms 
with 
red 
markings clustered on the trunk of a 
walnut or apple tree do not be alarmed 
but get busy.

Rhubarb Pudding—Another dessert 
timely now is rhubarb pudding. 
To 
I make it, put a few thin slices of lightly 
buttered bread in the bottom of a pud- 
ding dish. 
Moisten slightly with boil- 
ing water. 
Then put in a layer of 
rhubarb cut in small pieces. 
Sprinkle 
thickly with sugar 
and 
gratings

lemon peel, continuing in this order 
until the dish is full. 
F'ut a few lumps 
of butter on top and bake a goldea 
brown. 
Serve hot or cold, as pre- 
ferred. 


Apple and Rhubarb Pie—Take equal 
parts of apple cut in small dice and 
tender rhubarb. 
Make quite 
sweet 
and dredge with 
flour. 
Make a rich 
crust and bake slowly till done. Serve 
with cream. 


Pie Plant Marmalade—Two pounds 
of pie plant, two pounds of sugar, one 
orange; 
chop 
the 
pie 
plant 
and 
orange, 
add sugar 
and 
cook 
unti'i 
thick. 


Canning 
Rhubarb—Owing 
to 
tha 
germ-destroying acids, rhubarb 
may 
be successfully canned In cold water. 
Wash, peel and cut into small pieces. 
Pack into cans that have been thor- 
oughly sterilized, and fill to the rim 
with cold water, put on the covers and 
let stand over night. 
By morning th# 
rhubarb will have taken up more or 
less water, leaving a vacuum. 
Drain 
off the water, and pump into the cans 
fresh water, continuing this until no 
more bubbles form. 
Fit on the rub- 
bers and screw down the covers, being 
careful to have the cans entirely filled 
with the water. 
When ready to use, 
drain off the water, and the rhubarb 
will be found excellent for pies.

Russia to Recognize as Le- 


gitimate Emigration 


to America. 


St. Petersburg. July 18.—Russia ^ 


about to recognize as legitimate 
th< 


emigration of her surplus millions ti 
countries other than those in Kurop 
and the ministery of commerce today 
submitted to the cabinet a bill to abol- 
ish some of the penalties hitherto at- 
taching to tmauthorized emigration. 


The bill in its preamble specially re- 


fers to the 281,000 emigrants from Kus- 
•ia to America last year and also to 
the fact that $60.000"000 was remitted 
to Russia in 1913 by Russian subjects 
who have settled on the other side of 
the Atlantic. In place of the expensive 
passports which heretofore have been 
necessary to everybody desiring to de- 
part from Russia, permits will be is- 
sued at the cost of only ten cents in 
future. 


The fine of $8.60 half yearly until 


now inflicted on absentees who have 
been more than BIX months abroad is 
to be abolished in the case of those re- 
turning on board Russian steamers. 


The bill also provide* for tho estab 


lishment of a fund to assist emigrants 
in Russian ports and abroad, and for 
the appointment of a special commit- 
tee to defend their interests in foreign 
countries.

day would expedite passage of the meas- 
ure. That provision of the bill has met 
with considerable criticism by republican 
and democratic senators because of its 
vagueness, the contention being that It 
is too general in its terms and that it 
would result In endless court action for 
interpretation. 
The proposed amend- 


ment would authorize the trade commis- 
sion to determine what constitutes un- 
fair competition with authority to stop 
it. The commission's decisions, however, 
would be subject to court review as to 
facts and law.

common carriers from issues of securi- 
ties had been used.

Governor Ealston's declaration that downright 


fraud and trickery of the worst character placed the bill 
increasing the salary of the recorder of Lake county on 
the statute books of Indiana without the measure ever 
having passed either the house or the senate during the 
last legislative session is amazing. "We trust the gover- 
nor may be successful in his announced purpose to land 
the perpetrators of the fraud in the penitentiary if, as 
now seems certain, the case was one of flagrant fraud- 
ulent intent and not an unintentional error due to haste 
in handling the maze of bills passing through the legisla- 
tive hopper. 


There is a story afloat in Lake county to the, effect 


that three members of the legislature came to (iovernur 
Ralston while he was busy in his office and requested his 
signature to the -measure after assuring him that it, had 
been passed. This statement the governor lias not yet 
either affirmed or denied, but his indignant assertion that 
fraud has been practiced not only upon himself but upon 
the state and that he purposes to do all in his power to 
punish those guilty ot 
r it makes it reasonably certain that 


the whole truth of the miserable affair is certain to come 
out sooner or Inter. 
In this connection it is contended 


that the bill is now as legally in effect as is any other sec- 
tion of the statutes, for the supreme court has held that 
the courts cannot go behind the signatures of the gover- 
nor, the lieutenant governor and the sneaker of the house 
in determining whether or not a bill actually passed the 
legislature. Those signatures must be accepted as prima 
facie evidence that the bill went through the regular 
course and by an affirmative vote was regularly enacted 
into law. Nothing but a definite repeal of the act by the 
next legislature can now nullify it. 
Until that comes 


about, the law that never passed the legislature is a law 
nevertheless. 


It is inconceivable that any man or set of men, how- 


ever anxious they might be to secure the enactment of 
a measure, would deliberately resort to Avork as coarse as 
this, with subsequent, detection almost inevitable. Yet if 
that sort of tactics has been evolved as a new method of 
law-making in Indiana, the people ought to know it. We 
trust Governor Ralston may succeed in getting at the 
bottom of the whole miserable business.

Will Meet All Demands 


for Panama Canal 


Water Supply, 


Washington, July 18.—Resource* of 


Oatun lake, 
tho wonderful reiorvoir, 


which is the main dependence of the 
Panama canu! for its water supply, have 
proven ample to meet all possible de- 
mands, after the most severe practical 
test. Although the amount of water 
which ran into th,> lake during the last 
dry season—January to April, inclusive 
—wai less than an inch, being only six- 
ty-one per cent, of the normal the lake 
was maintained at it* proper elevation 
throughout that period. 


Tho dry season afforded the first op- 


portunity engineers had to determine 
the amount of evaporation from the sur- 
face of the lake at its full depth. Thj 
figures showed that there was still suffi- 
cient wated at 
the 
end 
of 
the 


dry 
season to have kept the lake 


level at 79 feet above sea level, which 
would have given thirty-nine feet of 
water in Culebra cut or about ton feet 
,morc than the draft of the biggest bat- 
tleship. At the end of the present rainy 
season, Gatun lake will be 87 feet abova 
.sea level, and, allowing for the known 
evaporation, leaking and seepage this 
would be ample for forty-one passages 
daily through the locks, using them at 
full length, or about 58 lockages u dnv 
when partial length is used, as would 
generally be the caee. This is a larger 
number of lockages than would be pos- 
sible in a single day. Even in the grca 
Sault Ste Marie canal the lockages ia$ 
year averaged 41.7, while the Suez cana 
reported only 12 per day. This assur 
ance of an ample water supply to meet 
all demands gives satisfaction to the ca 
nal engineers.

Railway Tracks in a Busy City Like Fort Wayne 


When the average citizen who patron- 


izes street cars btcaute he or she can 
not afford an automobile, or because 
their friends' machines arc not alway» 
available there is a kick on riding over 
rough tracks that rack the nerves of the 
passengers with the jolting. 


Wheii the average citizen has to wait 


a little longer at a street corner because 
the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company is putting down new 
tracks with a view of eliminating the 
jolts he or she kicks on the delay. 


As a matter of facti most people feel 


it incumbent upon them to complain of 
nil sorts of public service, all kinds of 
government* and all of the things that 
are provided for general convenience and 
time-saving. 


Public service corporations are gov- 


erned by human intelligence and human 
mindfl that are juat as liable to error as 
yours. 
Things arg probably just not 


always what they should bo, but most 
people find the same conditions in their 
private and business affairs and while 
it is best to exercise vigilance in the 
fontrol and operation of utilities some- 
times too much is exacted of them.

could not find any detail by which the 
public can be bettor served while tho 
big Job is being rushed to completion. 


0«t the Money First. 


In the first place tt became Incumbent 


upon the finance department of the cor- 
poration to provide money for th» Im- 
provement and It called upon Mr. JTor- 
ford to know just about now much It 
would cost to buy the material and do 
the work. 


Ho and his office force got busy trtth 


their figures and In the course of timn 
informed the proper officers that approxi- 
mately $53,000 would bo needed. 
He 


was told to go ahead; that he could 
have the money. 


Then tho rails and other material wms 


contracted for and preparations made to 
take up the actual work just as soon as 
local conditions would permit. 


The South Calhoun street job consists 


of 7,038 lineal feet of trackage and it 
was estimated that from the time the 
work was started sixty days would be 
required for the construction between 
Wallace street and Crcighton avenue, 
with an allotment of thirty days more 
for the distance between the latter point 
and Pontiae street. 


Working on Wallace Street. 


In the meantime the relaying of Wal- 


lace street tracks has been taken up 
with 3,000 linoal feet to cover and tho 
job is still hanging fire on account of 
conditions that were not anticipated. 
When the curve at Lafayette street was 
reached it was found there had never 
been a decent foundation under it and 
this brought about a delay that will re- 
quire eight days more than woe orig- 
inally contemplated. 


One of the problems that 
entered 


largely into this contract was tho ques- 
tion of blocking the entrance to No. 2 
engine house and the city was promised 
that if temporary arrangements could ha 
made for thirty days the job would be 
completed in that time. The work was 
finished four days before the time wan 
up, 


Trouble Greater on Calhoun Street. 
Interference with traffic that concern's 


only private residences is not « very 
serious 
proposition because residences 


pe.nornlly can he reached by means of 
the alleys, but business men vory nat- 
urally and very justly object to having 
ingress and egrest to and from the es- 
tabllshmentt shut off oven for a day. 


This ro«ant a whole lot of hard think- 


ing. While the work It m progrm 
every business man on the east tide, 
which is being laid first, has buen pro- 
vided with means of reaching hit place 
and none of them it suffering any great 
inconvenience. 


Then aune the street crossing proposi- 


tion. In the first place, it la necessary 
to arrange to that the fire department 
can readily reach any part of the city. 
Human life and vatt property interests 
arc always at stake and it is not only 
necessary that all these points be ac- 
cettlble, but that they are accessible 
with the least lot! of time. 


Crossing at All Jnteriectlona.

tortectiont and these have been provid- 
ed, and while there in now and then some 
congestion the contention of the com- 
pany officials Is that it has boon reduced 
to a minimum.

Pleased with this discovery, scientists 


put a few drop* of oil on the surface of 
tho water, and whtn the littlo ventilat- 


fore they are laid. In a. Chicago suburb 
they are trying to electrocute the ekoet- 
ers by luring them to perch on heavily 
charged wires. 


But the only method which really suc- 


ceeds consists in oiling the puddles. If 
you don't spray their native pool with 
petroleum, the larvae will thrive, will 
pass into the pupa stage, and a few days 
later will burst the pupal shell, to rise 
from the water M full-fiedged, gore- 
thirsty mosquitoes.

Then her proboscis—a long rubbery tube, 
like an elephant's trunk 
Is applied^ 


and the mosquito gorges herself.

A Ghastly Double Hanging. 


1855.—The memory 
of a 
shocking 


tragedy, accompanying tho execution of 
the demands of the law. remained as a 
disturbing clement in the minds of the 
people of Allen county long after the 
day of the hanging of two murderers in 
Fort Wayne in April. 
The law's vic- 


tims were Benjamin Madden and George 
Keefer, who confessed to the murder of 
John Uunbar, on being found guilty aflcr 
i trial before Judge E. A. McMahon. 
Samuel Jtomainc, an accomplice,' was 
saved from the gallows by the hand of 
Governor Wright, and ho received a life 
sentence, for his crime. 
The execution 


of Madden and Keefer, iti charge of 
BherifV Richard McMullen, took place 
trithin an enclosure at the Allen county 
jail.

A Tale of Horror. 


An eye-witness to tho execution gives 
the following detailed account of the 
tragedy; "The two men were brought 
from the jail and the two ropes which 
ivcro. attached to the cross-beams above 
irere placed around their necks. As the 
word was given, the main rope was cut 
Ind the platform dropped, leaving Keefer 
suspended in mid-air, his 
life, rapidly 


ebbing away.

The Crime. . 


The crime for which Keefer and Madden 
were hanged was the brutal murder of 
Dunbar. an old man. in a lumber yard 
which adjoined on the west tho present 
Lincoln Life building, on East Berry 
street. The trial was held in Colerick's 
hall, 
'[he attorneys for tho defense) 


were James L. Worden and Charles Case, 
while L. C. Jacoby assisted the prose- 
cutor. E. R. Wilson. When the morning 
arrived for pronouncing sentence upon 
the guilty trio. Keefer and Romaino 
walked to the court room, but Madden, 
a sufferer from inflammatory rheuma- 
tism, was carried on a mattress in a 
sleigh, and lay on the mattress when ha 
heard the words which epoke his doom. 


The Wabash Raflrcad.

Can He Locate the Azores? 


The airboat may be too delicately constructed to survive a tropical tempest, much lesr 


the waves The continuous volleying of two engines overhead, running sixty miles an hour foi 
twentv hours may not onlv menace the America's light frame, but in that time they will cat 
up two-thirds of 'its fuel. "A stubborn head wind would inevitably ex- 
haust the remaining fuel before it coutd reach the Azores.

But power of engines and sufficiency of fuel have nothing to do with 


• daring pilot FIMHXr, HIS WAY to a spot on the ocean 
In the hope of finding the tiny A/.ores in mid-Atlantic the darin* 


Porte and his companion must maintain a bullet-like course through 
] 200 miles of ocean air that drifts twice as fast as 
the sea. If this speed and direction are maintained 
for the twenty hours necessary to reach Il|f' !slanus 
it will be the most marvellous exploit of all time 


A compass will keep the craft headed easterly, 


but the vital problem is to continue going toward the 
Azores. The navigator must give unceasing atten- 
tion to driving and balancing his craft. But to 
navigate it—to find the way over the vast waste, 
to determine how far the wind is driving it off its 
course—is a separate task. 


How an Aeroplane Is Steered. 


A small boat can go anywhere in sight of land. 


Take the air pilot who Hies over land. Instead of 
seeing below him a simple coast line he beholds a 
wilderness of detail that, disguises the most familiar 
landscape. Well known landmarks arc only ab- 
stractly recognized, strange localities identified 
only by comparing such big things as a mountain 
ran<re,"a city or a river crossing with his map. lu 
fact from liie air the ground itself flattens out like 
a map. This difficulty and the wind drift are what 
make aeroplanes lose their way. 


An aeroplane is not steered, as popularly imag- 


ined, by identifying the country immediately below, 
but by following a fictitious "railroad track"—an 
airline distance from start to finish, traced on the 
map by sighting with the compass successive guid- 
ing marks ahead. This demands tireless attention, 
but requires no familiarity with the country. The 
craft is simply steered straight: toward the guiding 
mark and so on until the destination is finally 
reached, unless it encounters fog, or a thunder- 
storm, or gets above the clouds, or hail blots out 
the route ahead, or stormy drafts push it down into 
swirling eddies near the ground. 


Then it inevitably fails, for the. very reason that 


from start to finish its pilot is forced to steer in a 
perfectly straight line to find his way. This willy- 
nilly method which does not permit of taking the 
slightest advantage of a wind situation will not 
answer for aerial transportation, because we will 
always have wind, fog, clouds, thunderstorms and 
other surprises that defeat straight flying. 


If the Sea Drifted Like the Air. 


So crossing the ocean by air is not the simplest 


sort of straight flying. If the sea drifted half as 
fast as the air direct ocean navigation would be 
impossible. 


Air commanders of the big marine Zeppelins 


have discovered by experience over the North Sea 
that an airship must know its exact position every 
few minutes. Its observations are made much more 
frequently than on a steamer, because swift wind 
drift renders knowledge of the ship's position dead 
wrong in a few minutes. When shrouded in fog or 
clouds at the mercy of the wind it drifts far from 
its course. 
An aeroplane, moving much more 


swiftly than the airship, is driven even further from 
its course and in a few minutes can hopelessly lose 
its bearings. 


For such a momentous adventure as the crossing 


of the Atlantic and opening up a permanent air 
route to Europe there are no complete aerial maps 
Porte's headlong flight will sweep in a great curve. 
If the other end of that curve bisects the Azores he 
will escape a grave in the solitude of the ocean.

Are We Prepared for Ocean Flight? 


When TZolnnd Garros flew across the Mediterranean in little more than seven hours he 


was so exhausted by the mental and physical strain that he wagers nine out of ten who attempt 
to cross the Atlantic by aeroplane will fail. 


If. demands razor edged optimism to dream of Ihe feat after the failure of the best motors 


in the most recent: reliability flights in Europe. The America's two engines may suffice to 
achieve the wonderful if one of them can keep the machine afloat and under control. But a 
motor in reserve is worth twice an Atlantic crossing if the aeroplane is to become safe and 
-ractical for such great journeys. Porte's big flying boat is going to the supreme test with- 
out any reserve motor ever having been demonstrated on an aeroplane even when flying over 
land, not to mention the ocean. 


Failure Has Marked Large Aeroplanes. 


All the notable long flights have been made by the smaller and stronger aeroplanes. 


We do not hear of Henri Deutsch's big hydro-aerobus crossing to England. 
Only the little 


Donnei Levequc performs the extended water flights. No large machine has yet carried three 
men across Trance. 


A giant machine with two motors was advertised to fly from Berlin to St. Petersburg a 


year ago. The machine flew, but not even half the way to'the Russian frontier. This defines 
' 
the actual stage of aeroplane development. Loads of passengers are 
not being regularly transported anywhere. The big machines have 
not travelled long distances because they are not equal to the vibra- 
tion and strain of long flights. For this reason the world's record of 
twenty-one hours for a non-stop night by an aeroplane carrying one 
man—a much smaller machine than the transatlantic flyer is no 
argument in favor of the ability of Lieutenant Porte's machine to 
stand up for twenty hours. 


So the attempt to dash across the ocean seems purely romantic, 


because the aeroplane's magical ability to go where 
it pleases now begins to lose its true significance 
over the vast waste of the sea. The eliminating 
process of development up to now, however blind 
this has been, points unerringly to the aeroplane as 
a mere aerial automobile rather thau au ocean 


• crossing craft. 


Yet none may be so bold in this day of wonders 


to prophesy that the element of the miraculous—a 
wonderful wind—may not waft this pioneer of 
transatlantic air travel to his goal with the speed 
of a migrating bird. 


Mapping of Air Routes a Certainty. 


You may have smiled sceptically when reading 


articles about the mapping of future air routes. 
Well, it has needed just such an adventure as this 
flight, with its impoverished conception of what the 
air navigation of the ocean means, to awaken the 


; United States to what Europe has been doing in the 


study of the air itself—study that aims at making 
the venture of to-day the certainty of to-morrow. 
We have known the atmosphere little better than 
the ancients knew the ocean, but we are advancin" 
rapidly in the work of laying out the great aerial 


'. routes of the future. 


Obviously no craft in the air which cannot com- 


mand the wind situation will ever become an aerial 
transport. Information of the movement of great 
storms, which cause the winds to shift over all 
localities, will when conveyed by wireless to ships 
in the air enable the airship to avoid the regions of 
disturbance. This can be easily accomplished in 
view of the rapidly increasing speed of airships.

Diseases Ever Present. 


"In healthy, cooler climates Ihis trouble 


may be reduced with care to a minimum, 
fctit in Southern .Mexico among i-imrunt 
inhabitants of poorer districts the Amer- 
ican soldier would meet w i t h certain dis- 
eases which are nearly always present 
and which from time to time reach the 
proportion:, of 
devastating epidemics.

token in the order of those that must be 
neither swallowed, louched nor breathed. 


"Among the epidemic diseases caught 


only by swallowing arc dysentery of the 
two kinds: !!)•• .rouioai lorrh is due lo a 
microscopic animnl nnd the ordinary dis- 
ease is 
rliiA to tt mieroecopic plant. 


Dysentery can be caught only by swal- 
lowing the plnnt -or the animal. The lat- 
tcir can live outside the body in moist 
soil or water, nnd may he found in 
streams, water tanks and coolers. They 
may he carried from sick to well on per- 
sonal belongings or on the hands, and are 
most prevalent where Inhabitants use 
the same stream for all purposes without 
regard to contamination.

no occasion to face such an emergency. 
True, a band of Italian blackmailers 
hnd been reaping a harvest by preying 
upon ignorant fellow countrymen who 
upon their embarkation to the old coun- 
try were roVbed of their little hoards 
and in some cases beaten, stabbed and 
even murdered. 


* Criminals Flocked to America. 


Petrosino, then a roundsman, was pro- 


moted to the grade of a detective, nnd 
upon the earnest solicitation of the So- 
ciety for the Protection of. Immigrants 
was assigned to work at South Ferry. 
It was his daring and splendid work in 
this field that brought the New York 
authorities face to face with the peril 
that was daily increasing. Italians were 
pouring Into the United States by the 
thousands and among them scores of the 
most hardened criminals who had fled 
from the jurisdiction of their native 
courts. They crossed the ocean to seek 


y 
new victims and in a field ripe and rich 
and affording fewer chances of detection. 


Many of these alien cutthroats were 


captured and deported, and from the day 
that Petrosino figured in the first of 
these round-ups he was marked for death 
as the accb. enemy of Italian criminals 
in America and abroad. The marvel is 
that he was not ambushed and murdered 
long before the evening be fell, pierced 
by the bullets of an assassin in Piazza 
Marina, in Palermo. 


In his work of rounding up these hrig- 


" ands Petrosino received valiant aid from 


Policeman Halph Mieclli, now a detec- 
tive and still in the department. If the 
Italian 
Squad is reorganized—and it 


will be—chances are Micelli will succeed 
to the place made vacant by Petrosino's 
death, for he is in every way qualified 


"^ to continue the work. 


Volumes have been written aboat the 


origin of the Black Hand in New York 
city, and in almost every instance the 
writers cited the "barrel murder" as the 
first of these outrages. The "trunk mur- 
der," a mr«ery as baffling, puzzling and 


a few hours before, 
promptly made, and an 
which Petrosino headed, was started at 
once. 
Wcissbanl had dealt exclusively 


with Italians and was known throughout 
several of the colonies infested by these 
aliens as "Mike." He soli! cheap jow- 
el_ry. Inquiries showed that he had loft 
his home on the morning of the ]-i<h 
with about .$200 worth of his usual stock- 
in his pockets. None of his family had 


ewcy 


seen him since that morning. 


Partially from the fact that the body 


was wrapped in a piece of table oilcloth 
bearing the likeness of Admiral Dev 
who was an idol of the Italians, the po- 
lice reached the conclusion that the per- 
petrators of the crime were Italians. 


Captain Titus, then in command of 


the Detective Bureau, on the morning o£ 
January 17 called to Headquarters all 
the Italian speaking members of the de- 
partment and placed them under the or- 
ders of Lieutenant Petrosino. Micclli, 
Casassa, Mongoni, Carrao, Tancredi) 
Tacchris, Ferretti and Joseph Degillo 
were the men chosen, and they made a 
house to house search through the Italian 
quarter lying in the vicinity of Mott and 
Hester streets, the last place where 
Weissbard had been seen alive. 
Their 


search was for a room freshly pointed 
green, as the trunk in which the body 
was found showed stains of that color 
and looked as if It had been used as 
a seat 
The search for Wcissbard's 


assassin, or assassins, was'futile, but a 
vast amount of information was picked 
up bearing on the criminal Italians who 
infested that locality. 
The only real 


clew to tlie murder picked up by the po- 
lice was some of the jewelry carried by 
Weissbard, This was found in a Bowery 
pawn shop. 
A Prophecy. 


Although the search was vigorously 


carried on for several weeks the case was 
finally dropped and took its place among 
the long list of unsolved crimes in New 
York. 
The Italian policemen were re- 


turned to their respective precincts, and 
Petrosino was ordered back to South 
Ferry. 
i 


In looking ovej the Weissbard notes in 


Petrosino's diary this entry was found: 
—"Scores of Italian murderers are lurk- 
ing in the lower part of the city and ply- 
ing their trade of Black Hand extortion. 
Unless checked at once they will «o ex- 


That prophetic entry showed the trend 


of l.'utrosiiio's mind. He knew the perils 
confronting the Police Department un- 
less it immediately busied itself with the 
brigands that were daily growing iu au- 
dacity anrl numbers. 


In the detective's diary the name of 


Giuseppe 
D'Agostino 
frequently 
ap- 


pears, with various addresses in the 
lower anil upper part of the city follow- 
ing the entry. In connecting this name 
with entries made Rome time later it is 
shown that iu crossing the trail of 
D'Agostino Petrosino in reality struck 
the first clew that led to the discovery 
of a Black Hand society in New York, 
its organization, originator* and agents 
and operatives. 


A Calnbriau group, under D'Agostino's 


leadership, had established itself at Hes- 
ter and Elizabeth, streets. 
This band 


was engaged iu extorting money from 
well to do Italians, anil as its operations 
grew Lolder other branches were estab- 
lished. By this time the clique was 01 
crating as far north, as Bleecker street, 
and agentH were sent further up town to 
explore other localities where Itau'ans of 
the better class were colonizing. 


Little Italian grocery stores 


opened, and to these the swindlers at- 
tracted those they schemed to black- 
mail and swindle. From others who 
frequented their shops they wormed in- 
formation as to the financial standing 
of Italians living thereabout until they 
had the rating of nearly every man of' 
their nationality then dwelling in the 
city. The rest was easy. Demands ac- 
companied by dire threats were Bent to 
the ones marked for plucking, and as the 
prospective 
victims 
had 
been 
duly 


warned against taking the police into 
their confidence, the blackmailers for a 
while reaped a rich harvest. Tho vic- 
tims bore their losses in silence, always 
with the fear of death to themselves or 
their loved ones as an incentive to seal 
their lips. 


In following the operations of D'Agos- 


tiuo and his blackmailing band through 
the city Petrosino frequently beard of 


Pietro Inzareflo, One of FTonio Soci- 
ety's Officers and Notorious

j "Lupo the Wolf," both of whom are 


now serving long terms in the 
fed- 


eral prison at Atlanta, Ga. Morello nnd 
Lupo, like D'Agostino, hat! starteil a 
nurnher of little grocery stores, which 
led Petrosino to believe that their mo- 
tives were similar to those of D'Agos- 
tino.. The habitues of the Morello-Lnpo 
stores were even harder and more des- 
perate than those who hung about 
D'Agostino's places. 


The detectives learned that many Ital- 


ians were 
being subjected to 
black- 


mail in those localities invaded by Lnpo 
and 
Morello, and many of these vic- 


tims 
unsuspectingly 
confided 
their 


troubles to the very ones who were levy- 
ing the toll. 
Morello's original place 


was in Elizabeth street, but branch 
stores sprang up like mushrooms. Not 
content with the money they were ex- 
torting from their victims, this new vice 
syndicate engaged in counterfeiting five 
and ten cent pieces, which they passed in 
their cliain of stores. 
Emboldened by 


their success with spurious coins, tlicy 
next took up the counterfeiting of hank 
notes, and this Is where tile Secret Ser- 
vice became interested, and William J. 
Flynu, then an operative, entered tho 
fieW. 
Deprimo, one of this baud of 


counterfeiters, was arrested and sent ) 
to Slug Sing for a long term, and, 
strange to say, it was from information 
gained in the course of an interview in 
his cell that Petrosipo obtained facts 
bcariiiR on the celebrated "barrel mur- 
der." 
But more of this later, and in its 


proper order. 


When the Morcllo-Ljipo combination 


grew so strong that it invaded the fields 
hitherto occupied hy 
tho D'Agoslino 


n« pc&d of a more far reaching ajid 


more powerful organization was felt. Ac- 
cordingly the next move uncovered by 
1'cti-osino was the organization of the 
Ignatz Floriu Co-operative .Society, ar- 
ticles of incorporation being duly drawn 
up and executed and its certificate filed 
iia Uju County Court House. 


The society took its name from l£i 


Florio, an honored tine in Italy. Its ob- 
ject, primarily, was to lure dupes into 
its net of blackmail and extortion^ and 
it did a thriving trade until Petros'uio 
crossed its trail aiut relentlessly pursued 
it, finally driving it out. of existence. 


Stock in the society was sold at 


a share, and those approached to juu- 
chauo this slock had no alternative— 
tlic3- bought and promptly paid over their 
$100 for each share of slock they had 
been compelled to subscribe for. It i 
paid a single dividend and when it was 
put out of business there were scores of 
victims wlu mourned their losses but 
uore their suffering in silence, for there 
was no "squealing." 
The long nrm of 


the Mano Nera was too well known to 
them for that. 


Wilh, the proceeds gained from this 


source, Morello purchased several valu- 
able parcels of pro|H;rty and at the same 
time branched out 
in 
tlio wholesale 


grocery business. His credit as rated hy 
the two big mercantile agencies was the 
best, and he made tin; most of it. 


To one of his associates IVtrosino said, 


while investigating this concern :-— 


"I know these fellows to he swindlers. 


The credit they have established is ficti- 
tious. A break is near at hnnrl and when 
it comes principals r> this fake concern 
will fl<» with pockets full. Their crcd- 


j itors will he legiou and they will nevu 


realize a cent." 


Petrosiuo's deductions were correct, n 


Inter events proved. 
He hounded Mo 


rello and his ageut.s from place to plac. 
altacking their credit wherever he could 
and was so persistent in his efforts t 
save 'his fellow countrymen from th 
swindlers that Morello and his fellov 
blackmailers sent their counsel to six 
the detective and threatened to .sue him 
for criminal libel if be did not cease to 
molest them. 
Seized Valuable Loot. 


The 
detective's 
dogged 
persistence 


hastened the fall of Morcllo and Lnpo 
but it brought about his own murder 
After 
procuring upward of $200,000 


worth of goods on credit Lupo fled 0111. 
night, leaving nothing in his Elizabeth 
street store but a pile of empty packing 
boxes. Groceries consigned to Italy anil 
valued at .f.'O.OoO were later seized hy 
I'elrosino ou a pier iu Jersey City. Those 
were but a portion of tin; goods the black- 
mailers had bought on credit just prior 
to their flight. 


Long before the downfall of this band, 


other organizations, among them the 
Co-openiiive Society of Sicily, with 
headquarters in Prince street, and the 
Korua Construction Company, with Carlo 
Constant! and Antonio Passananti ag 
heads, 
both 
friends 
of Lupo, were 


started. Their downfall was simultane- 
ous with that of Lupo and Morello. 


With the exception of Morcllo and 


Lupo, tho majority of this band took 
refuge in Italy. 
Lupo went iu hiding, 


too, but when captured he protested 
that he hail been "up State" selling olive 
oil, adding that he had been the victim 
of a blackmailing band, thus making it 
Imperative for him. to keep out of the 
city. Constantino was arrested in Italy, 
suspected of complicity in Petrosino's 
murder. 
He had .$0,000 in American 


money, and a cipher telegram, signed 
•Morello," found in his pockets, read:— 
"Why cut his whiskers off?" 
This 


doubtless referred to Petrosino's assas- 
sination. For lack of evidence he was 
liberated. 


Detective MeConvillo arrested Lupo 


upon his return to New York and at 
once implicated him in tho fraudulent 


Joseph D'Agostino, Leader of HeSTtr 
Street Gang. Who Was First Real Black 


Hattdcr Arrested in New York City. 


failure of the Klb.al.iuth street concern. 


The Morello-Lupo band was captured 


by William J. Flynn, who brought about 
<•onvielir.ii nnd prison sentences for these 
conspirators. 


.Still other groups of the extortioners 


sprea'I over tlio city, including the ooo 
iu Kast Sixty-thy-fl street under the 
leadership of Pietro Salomone. Pietro 
was arrested several times, but he clev- 
erly evaded conviction. p 


The Hester street and Bliwibeth street 


groups later found "white slavery" more 
profitable than blackmailing, and many 


<->- their operatives cnpciged in this 
traffic until JVtrosino either sent them 
a-wny for prison terms or Sad them de- 
ported for crimes committed in Italy. 
As t.he middle east side became infested 
with the blackmailing, bomb tossing 
criminals lY-trosino .traced one baud 
into Thirty-ninth street, -where he as- 
certained tliat n well known Italian 
banker and saloonkeeper was its leader. 
Police Aided Blackhanders. 


Until the. day of his death Petrosino 


contended that the growth of the Black 
Hand in the United States was due en- 
tirely to the ignorance of the American 
police as to the manners and customs ol 
Italians. He knew that when an Italian 
•was blackmailed he rarely appealed to 
the police for redrew- 
The fcnv who 


d the temerity to do so were not en- 


couraged by the police to return. 
He 


was told that if be "had a kick coming 
the best tbing he could do would bo to 
go to court and tell his troubles to the 
judge." 


When the recipient of a blackmailing 
d threatening letter appeared at Po- 


ice Headquarters he was told to "pay 
nothing." 


"Le them continue to write yon let- 
crs," the police would say. "They can't 
o you any harm. 
However, if you 


•boose, you can go to court nnd get a 
warrant for the arrest, of the writer." 


Whenever the opportunity arose Pe- 


trosino -would get in touch with tho 
powers at Police Headquarters and en- 
deavor to impress upon them the urgent 
need of drastic measures to crush the 
ever growing peril. Sometimes he was 
accorded a patient hearing. At others 
he was dismissed with scant courtesy, 
although even tho highest in authority 
well knew that tuis policeman's record 
•was flawless and that in no csscntiaJ 
was he un alarmist.

The brown tail moth Is one of the 


oldest caterpillar pests of Europe and 
It Is very strange that the m-sts of tills 
Insect were not imported Into this 
country earlier than they reuJJy wero. 


This European post was first ob- 


•erved in the United States h: Massa-

chusetts In the early nineties, having 
been brought in on some roses. From 
Its Introduction to 1898. no direct ef- 
fort was made to retard its spread, al- 
though the state legislature had passed 
a law requiring local authorities to 
suppress the insect. 
In 1898 an ap- 


propriation of S10.000 was made for 
the suppression of the brown tall 
moth. 
From 1900 to 1904 no con- 


certed effort through state funds was 
made, against the gypsy and brown tail 
moths In Massachusetts 
Individual 


effort by local towns and private par- 
ties met with only partial success. 
During1 this interval these two pests 
pained a tremendous headway nnd it 
was necessary for the state to appro- 
priate In 1905. J150.000 per annum to 
aid in the control of these Insects. 
The following year. J225.000 was ap- 
propriated, and In 1909 this was In- 
creased to $500.000 by thn United 
State* government and the states of | 
Massachusetts. New Hampshire. Con- 
necticut. Maine, and Rhode Island for 
work In

The foliage of all fruit trees, especially 
pear and apple where available. seems 
to be the pref'Teil food of the cater- 
pillar, hut i lu-y freely attack all shade 


j trees Including the oaks, maples, elms 


and the like. Pines, spruces and other 
conifers .ire the only exceptions. This 
extensive rniii,'" of food plants shows 
the possibilities of severe damage to 
our trees and p!irubs if this pest be- 
comes established. 


In addition to the Injury to fruit, 


shade and forest trees, there Is an- 
other feature which If not alarming is 
troublesome and endangers the public 
health. 
The caterpillar bears tiny 


hails which nre barbed. When the in- 
sects molt these barbed hairs are shed. 
These hulrs float about In tho air and 
are a constant source of trouble to 
person? living In an Infested district. 
When these hairs come in contact with 
the skin they cause severe 'Irritation 
and an annoying rash is tho result. 
This of itself should cause strong 
measures. looking to tho elimination 
of this pest, to be. adopted.

DEVICE. 


To water small fruit trees, berry 


bushes and plants I make a hole In 
tho ground beside the tree or plant 
and pour the water into the hole and 
it soaks In around the roots. 


The water when poured on top of 


the ground soon evaporates and will 
cause the ground to bake hard and 
dry. 


I cut a tough limb from a treo with 


«. fork at the top and with e. branch 
on tho aide about one foot from tho 
big end. To a round piece five Inches 
long I nailed the forks as a handle. 


The branch wa» cut off letting it 


protrude about four Inches. 


This forms a step by which It can

Lot tho selection of small grain for 


better seed begin with the fanning 
mill: It has been proven that both tho 
yield and quality of grain can thus 
be Increased. 


If we will add to this the selection 


of hoavy yielding and vigorous grow- 
ing plants, as we find them In the 
field, our yields will far exceed 32 
bushels for oats and 14 bushels for 
wheat as is tho state average for the 
past 25 years. 


A third requisite Is better and more 


thorough cultivation. Including better 
preparation of the seed bed and better 
swdlng as well as better after culti- 
vation.—Prof. O. D. Center.

The hog should be given 
a good thorough soaking In the dip, 
not less than two minutes.

must go under, head and all, at least 
once. Treatment must usually be re- 
peated one or more times at intervals 
of eight days. Treat the whole herd 
and do It thoroughly. 


An effective dip can be made from 


crude petroleum as follows: 


< gallons crude oil 
16 gallons water. 
1 pound aoap. 
The soap should be dissolved In the 


water by heating. An emulsion Is 
then made by adding the oil and 
thoroughly 
churning the mixture. 


Water in 
different gections 
differs 


very greatly in the way it will com- 
bine with soap. 
If this amount of 


soap does not give a good emulsion 
simply add more soap. 
Avoid oily 


dips in cold weather. 


While the hogs are taking the dip. 


thoroughly clean and then disinfect 
the pons. In case of true mango tho 
fence posts, trees, and everything 
against which the hogs can rub must 
also bo disinfected.

It has been thought, by many farm- 


ers, that these Lady-beetles are the 
parents of the leaf-lou«e, but In re- 
ality they arc enemies to the louse 
(and 
are. therefore, friends of the 


farmer), for the reason that they feed 
on tho lice. 


Thoro are a number of other In- 


sects which help to keep down the 
cotton-louse, such as Lace-wing Flics 
and Syrphus Files. On the other hand, 
cotton (or any other plant) which Is 
badly Infested with lied l» apt to be 
frequented by many Insects which go 
there, not to attack the lice, but to get 
from the lice a sweetish substance 
called "honey-dew," which tho lice 
secrete from their bodies. 
Ants, flies 


and wasps are fond of this substance 
and are frequently abundant on plants 
which are badly Infested with the lice.

SUMMER TIME DAIRY RATIONS. 


By feeding the cows well during the 


summer, wo have many points to be 
considered. 


Each pasture lot will keep a greater 


number of cows In prime condition 
and profitably. The pasture land will 
not deteriorate in value as It would If 
over-stocked. 


We consider that the cows that are 


kept In excellent shape throughout 
tho summer months by supplying them 
with both grass and dry rations will 
not consume such a large quantity of 
either as they would if fed on a single 
ration of grass. 


When winter feeding sets In the 


cows will have become more thor- 
oughly accustomed to eating grain and 
roughage and there will need to be no 
change In tho feeding—Just a slight 
Increase In .tho quantity with no bad 
effects borught on as Is usually the 
caae when the change of feed Is made 
from grass to heavier rations.—M. A.
